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Preface 


This book came about because of a desire to preserve the 
valuable family records to the collection of which the late Ethel 
(Saltus) Ludington (Mrs. Charles Henry Ludington) had 
devoted much of her time during the last years of her life. Upon 
the death of Mrs. Ludington in 1922, Mr. Ludington placed her 
material in the hands of the present editor to arrange for publica- 
tion. His intention. has been to retain the records gathered by 
Mrs. Ludington in the form in which she left them, making such 
amplification as was found possible and desirable. He has further 
attempted to follow out her apparent aim to continue with the 
collection of material until she had available the complete ancestry 
of herself and of her husband. The first part of the volume now 
published is essentially Mrs. Ludington’s; the remainder of the 
book represents the efforts of the editor to pursue and bring to 
fruition the plans that she seemed to have for her future 
endeavors. 
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I 
Childhood and School Days 
1871-1894 


Ethel Mildred Saltus was the seventh child of Nicholas Saltus 
and Maria Seymour (Sanford) Saltus. She was born on the 
fourth of July, 1871 at Litchfield, Connecticut, in the so-called 
Lyman Beecher house on North Street which her parents were 
occupying for the summer. It is said that they considered nam- 
ing her Ethel Independence. If they had it would not have been 
inappropriate, for her whole life evidenced this characteristic. 

She is described by those who knew her in her very early years 
as an adorable baby with large dark eyes and a smile that won all 
who came near her. During her first years her parents lived on 
Montague Street in Brooklyn in the house which had long been 
the home of Mrs. Saltus’ grandfather, Amasa Wright. Her 
mother’s delicate health demanded a milder winter climate so that 
while she lived the colder months were spent in the south—in 
Florida—with visits to the Hoffman cousins in Baltimore on the 
way north in the spring. For the summer of 1874 her parents 
went to Morristown, New Jersey. Her mother’s health had been 
steadily failing and in August, after a brief final illness, she died. 
Ethel Saltus, her youngest child, was then only three years of 
age. She remembered her mother clearly and throughout her 
life she cherished very deeply every confirmation that came to her 
of her mother’s beauty, vivacity and great charm of manner. 

The fall and winter of 1874 were spent at the Montague Street 
house and in the following years Mr. Saltus married Miss 
Katharine J. Foote, daughter of Mr. John Taintor Foote of 
Morristown, and part of the summer was spent on the big Foote 
place, which covered a square mile not far from the town. 
Several succeeding seasons saw the family there, and the charm of 
the gardens with their high box hedges and long grape arbors, 
the lake with its swans and the peacocks that roamed the grounds, 
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all stirred the imagination of the children and furnished delight- 
ful and indelible memories of those early summers. While they 
were engaged, Ethel took her fiancé there to see old Mr. Foote, 
and together they visited the spot where “on a dare” she had 
characteristically jumped from a seven-foot wall and where she 
ran away and got “lost” down toward the great barns a half 
mile or so from the house. In the following winter Mrs. Amasa 
Wright, Ethel’s great grandmother, died at the Brooklyn house, 
and in the late summer of 1876 her father died at Morristown. 

For the next five years the Saltus children were with their 
stepmother in Brooklyn in the winters and at Morristown in the 
summers, except for one year when she convoyed them all on their 
first trip abroad. 

About 1881 Carolyn, the eldest daughter, who had been for two 
years or more at Miss Porter’s school at Farmington, Connecticut, 
was deemed mature enough to assume the care of the family with 
the assistance of a governess who was engaged to help in the 
training of the two younger ones, Rollin and Ethel. The two 
older boys were already at St. Paul’s School at Concord, New 
Hampshire. Mrs. Saltus then returned to live with her father 
at Morristown. In 1886 Carolyn Saltus married Henry T. 
Folsom of Orange, New Jersey. They lived for the first year 
or more at the Montague Street house in Brooklyn. The winters 
were spent there and the intervening summers at Litchfield, Con- 
necticut, some years in the Gates house (now the Library) and 
some in apartments in the annex to the old Inn. For her older 
sister, who through these formative years guided her life, Ethel 
felt the deepest and most adoring affection. In all matters, even 
when her own eager and independent spirit wished or had planned 
otherwise, she invariably deferred with quiet reasonableness to 
her sister’s more mature judgment. Carolyn’s early death in 
1890 was a grievous blow and a deep and lasting sorrow. At 
nineteen she was again deprived of that affectionate interest and 
tare which most daughters may depend upon, for after her 
mother’s death her sister had stood in her place in great measure. 

Ethel’s earlier years of schooling were mainly at the Brooklyn

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Heights Seminary which occupied the houses on Montague Street 
directly opposite her home. Her mind was alert and she acquired 
easily. Despite her vitality and intense love of fun she was a 
conscientious student. The Rector at Litchfield, to whom she had 
gone for lessons in German, was so impressed with her interest 
and intelligence that he frequently said of her, “That child has a 
mind.” She was always a rapid reader, seeming to take in the 
substance of sentences and whole paragraphs almost at a glance. 
Her active and ready mind was evidenced by her love of im- 
promptu charades, of so-called “writing games,” and any sort of 
contest of wits, and her zest for such amusements continued into 
later life. Qualities of which her intimates of these early years 
speak especially were a “genius for friendship”—for her early 
playmates continued her life-long friends—her generosity, loyalty, 
her strong sense of justice and hatred of meanness of any sort, 
her instinctive turning toward all that was true and genuine in 
human nature, and her alert vitality and keen appreciation of all 
fun. In every contest in which she entered she always “played 
the game” squarely and fearlessly, and took defeat, if it came, 
gallantly. 

In the summers of 1888 and 1889 she spent a month or more 
at “Rock Ledge,” her Uncle Harrison Sanford’s summer home 
at Narragansett Pier. One of her cousins speaks particularly 
of how vivid and gay and active she was at this time. In the fall 
of that year at seventeen she entered Miss Porter’s School at 
Farmington, where she remained for three years. Her sister’s 
death in the summer of 1890 made the third year seem desirable. 

The influence of that remarkable woman, Miss Sarah Porter 
(the sister of President Noah Porter of Yale College), was 
undoubtedly strong in shaping and permanently moulding Ethel’s 
ideals and character through these three impressionable years. 
Her admiration and affection for Miss Porter were deep and 
lasting. She realized her debt to the school and amply repaid it 
by her steadfast joyaity as an “oid girl” and her untiring interest 
throughout her life in all that affected the welfare of the School 
and the memory of its great founder and head. Those were active 
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and, in all that had to do with her school interests, happy years. 
She made many close and enduring friendships. In her scholastic 
work she was interested and conscientious. In the outside school 
activities she was keen and during her last year especially a leader. 
The high standards and purposes of the school she warmly 
accepted and in her own life she strongly upheld them. In the 
last year, as an “ancient,” she was voted by at least one influential 
group the girl with the strongest character in the school. 

About 1888 the Brooklyn house was sold and Mr. and Mrs. 
Folsom moved to Orange, N. J., first to a house of their own and 
later to the home of Mrs. Folsom, Senior, in Llewellyn Park. 
Ethel went there with them and the following year had a room 
especially furnished in their house, as they wanted her to make 
her home there. In the late fall her sister, who had for some 
time been failing in health, was taken by her husband to Colorado 
Springs for the winter. She did not improve, and in the early 
summer following she died there. , 

In August Ethel went to Europe with her brother Lloyd for a 
brief trip. She left Farmington in the spring of 1891, and in the 
autumn joined with her brother, Lloyd, in housekeeping, first on 
Henry Street and later at 128 Columbia Heights, Brooklyn, with 
Mrs. H. I. Swezey as companion and housekeeper. 

Another influence in her life during these years before her 
marriage grew out of her regard and admiration for Dr. Charles 
Cuthbert Hall, afterward the President of Union Theological 
Seminary, who was then the Pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church on Henry Street, of which she was a devoted member. 
His cultured and deeply spiritual sermons and his sympathetic 
counsel and guidance, especially after her sister’s illness and death, 
did much to comfort her and to strengthen the foundations of her 
confident Christian faith. His letter to her from his summer 
home on Lake Champlain consenting to come to officiate at her 
sister’s funeral in Orange is full of tenderest and most under- 
standing sympathy. He speaks of “Your noble sister, brilliant 
and lovely.” Further he writes: “You know, I think, fully how 
my heart goes forth to you to-night. With a rapidity that even

Life in New York and Philadelphia 
1895-1917 


On April 24th, 1895, Ethel Saltus was married, after an engage- 
ment of something over a year, to Charles H. Ludington, Jr. of 
New York at the First Presbyterian Church, Brooklyn, by the 
Rev. Charles Cuthbert Hall. Their wedding trip to Bermuda 
for a month was followed by a visit to St. Paul for the wedding 
of her brother, Rollin, to her husband’s cousin, Evelyn Noyes. 
Bermuda was chosen partly because Ethel’s forbears came to 
that island with the Virginia Colony Expedition and it was from 
there that her great-grandfather came to settle in New York. 
The charm of the island appealed strongly to her and this trip 
was followed by several! others in later years. Her sister, Carolyn, 
had made a considerable beginning in gathering records of the 
family genealogy and these were given to Ethel after her death. 
She continued this work in various directions during her life and 
on her trips to Bermuda succeeded in clearing up as definitely as 
seems possible the family line there. At the time of her first 
visit there was no one with the Saltus name living there, and no 
descendant able to furnish any information. Colonial and Parish 
records were the only available sources. The last Saltus had died, 
unmarried, some years before, leaving his fine old home at 
Hamilton, “Norwood,” to his business associate. 

Ethel’s husband was born in New York in 1866, educated at 
St. Paul’s School, Concord, N. H., where he was a schoolmate of 
both her brothers, Lloyd and Rollin, and at Yale College, where he 
received the degree of B.A. in 1887 and M.A. in 1889. He came 
to New York where his family lived, and studied law in the office 
of Anderson & Howland and was admitted to the Bar in 1891. 
Later he was in the employ of the firm of Carr & Whitridge and 
at the same time associated with certain outside business interests. 
He and Ethel had met in Brooklyn and New York partly through 
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his friendship with her brothers and partly through Ethel’s very 
close friendship with his cousin, Mrs. Rollin Saltus. Parts of 
the summers of 1892 and 1893 they had been together at gather- 
ings of various members of the families at Northeast Harbor, 
Maine. 

In their first summer Ethel and her husband took a small house 
at Sailors’ Snug Harbor on Staten Island. Early in September, 
after a trip to West Point and to Litchfield, Conn., Ethel was 
taken ill at the Ludington home in New York. It proved to be 
typhoid fever and for some weeks her condition was very critical. 
Her complete recovery was due to her own splendid courage and 
to the skillful and unremitting care of her physicians, Dr. James 
Markoe and Dr. Delafield, as consultant. When she was well 
enough she was taken to the Ludington home at Lyme, Conn., to 
recuperate. In November she returned to New York and soon 
after they moved into their first house, No. 129 East 7oth Street, 
where they lived until the summer of 1899, moving then to No. 
962 Lexington Avenue. On January 16th, 1896, their first child, 
Charles Townsend, was born in the 7oth Street house and was 
christened there by Dr. Hall. For the following summer they 
joined with friends in a small cottage at Oyster Bay, L. I. It 
was in the Lexington Avenue house that their second child, 
Wright Saltus, was born on June roth, 1g00. 

In the summer of 1898 Ethel went abroad with her husband and 
his younger brother. She had been to Europe three times before 
and this was the first of numerous trips which she made after her 
marriage. She was an eager, enthusiastic and keenly intelligent 
traveler—always planning and preparing herself in advance. 
Everything interested her. She loved Switzerland, particularly 
the higher mountain passes. Her studies in the history of art 
sharpened her appreciation and understanding of the treasures of 
the great European galleries and she made and carefully preserved 
a collection of photographs of all the paintings that appealed to — 
her. Favorite spots of hers werc the Devonshire Coast in 
England, Garmisch in the Bavarian highlands, Berchtesgarten in 
the Austrian Tyrol, and Les Avants above Montreux on Lake 
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Geneva. According to her means she bought freely while abroad 
and never failed to bring home novel and unusual things to give 
to her friends and to enrich her house. She seemed to have an 
instinct for finding things of interest or beauty and often in the 
most unlikely places. 

Her travel took her to every country in Western Europe except 
Spain and Portugal. Even when her husband’s business obliga- 
tions prevented his accompanying her, she traveled with her boys 
and their governess all over Europe as far east as Buda-Pesth 
and as far south as Naples. The only trip she made to Sweden 
and Norway was in 1912 when with her husband and two older 
boys she visited Stockholm for the Olympic games and then 
followed the Fiords of Norway by carriage and coasting steamer 
as far north as Molde. These trips were a keen delight to her 
for her active mind and broad interest reached out to all that was 
beautiful and worth the seeing. She never wanted a fixed 
summer home, preferring to be free to travel, to try new places, 
and to change from year to year according to her desires and the 
needs of her children. She believed firmly in the stimulating and 
cultural value of travel both for young and old, and her own keen 
enjoyment in such travel was enhanced by the pleasure of sharing 
it with her boys and developing the same interest in them. 

From the time that she was at the Farmington School and dur- 
ing her earlier married years her summers were largely spent on 
Mt. Desert Island on the Maine Coast, either at Northeast Harbor 
or Seal Harbor. Its beauty appealed strongly to her and she 
loved the invigorating air and the combination of sea and 
mountains. She walked much over the mountain trails, was 
particularly fond of being on the water in sail boat or motor 
launch and entered keenly into all the life and amusements of the 
place which in those pre-automobile days were simpler and perhaps 
“closer to nature” than to-day. 

In New York her life was full and active. She was a devoted 
mother and ever wnsparing of herself in her care of her boys 
and in her interest in their health, education and development. 
Dr. Holt’s “Care of the Baby” (the authority of that period) 
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was her ready reference in an emergency. Her first attention to 
kindergarten training was on account of her first boy and she first 
studied its principles and methods and later became an active 
member of the New York Association and a supporter of the 
movement throughout her life. Her interest in Social Service 
work grew out of her association and that of her husband in the 
Union Settlement on the upper east side, of which Dr. Charles 
Cuthbert Hall, then the President of Union Seminary and a near 
neighbor on 7oth Street, was the President. In the last year she 
was the President of the Women’s Auxiliary of the Settlement. 
She gave much time and effort to the Farmington School Society 
and later also to the Farmington Lodge, which was started as a 
vacation home for working women, and maintained by local 
Societies of the Alumnae as a memorial to Miss Porter. She read 
much and was generally following some line of study, her music, 
history of art or Italian. The quieter kinds of social activity 
pleased her most and she steadily enlarged her circle of friends. 

One of her intimates in New York at this time wrote of her: 
“We often met to see picture exhibitions or to look at old rugs 
for which she had an especial flair. I associate with her a love of 
beautiful things, and especially was she arrested by fine color—a 
certain rose-red, difficult to describe, invariably brings her to 
mind. She was thoroughly companionable. Her tastes and 
sympathies ranged so widely that one always felt confident of a 
quick response to anything that interested or touched one. People 
who only knew her casually were perhaps most impressed by her 
serious and intellectual side, but her family and those of us who 
knew her intimately realized that she was also brimful of fun and 
the greatest living tease! I can see her now, as she would put 
back her head and laugh in her quiet, inimitable way, when she 
had made her point at the expense of some one else.” 

It was in rgo1 that her husband for business reasons desired 
to move to Philadelphia. To this change she willingly acceded, 
although it meant a break in great measure with the growing 
interests and family and other associations in New York, and the 
beginning again in an entirely new and untried environment. 
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Her husband entered upon his work as Treasurer of the Curtis 
Publishing Company on May rst and the summer was spent at 
Plainfield, N. J., so that he might be with his family over each 
week-end. 

One of her Philadelphia friends wrote of this move: “Mrs. 
Ludington made the change from the life to which she was accts- 
tomed in New York with a mind single to her husband’s interests. 
It may not have been as easy as she made it appear to accept the 
life of Philadelphia for what she had found as a girl and as a 
young married woman in New York, but she kept that fact, if it 
was a fact, entirely to herself, and made herself felt for the good 
things she did and for the happy things, and the friendly and 
important things far and wide in this community.” 

Her first home near Philadelphia was at Bryn Mawr on Old 
Railroad Avenue opposite the Polo Grounds. It was there that 
her third child, Nicholas Saltus, was born on November 13, 1904. 
In 1905 “Clovelly” was purchased and in the autumn of that 
year the family moved there. This place, originally of about ten 
acres and subsequently added to, was near Ardmore on the 
so-called “Main Line.” The house was later enlarged and the 
gardens designed and laid out under her supervision, and it 
remains to-day the family home. 

At the Bryn Mawr place she made her first garden and this 
interest became an active and absorbing one throughout her life. 
The Secretary of ‘The Gardeners’ (of Montgomery and Dela- 
ware Counties, Pennsylvania) wrote after her death: “During 
Mrs. Ludington’s long membership in the Garden Club, of which 
she was President for two years, her knowledge and love of 
flowers was an inspiration to all. Her keen sense of beauty was 
expressed in her own gardens and her gracious sharing of them, 
though illness kept her far away, was a great source of pleasure 
to the Club. 


“Wer nersanality was so vivid, her snirit sq dauntless and her 
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courage so high and serene during these last hard years, that 
though apparently out of touch with the Club, the members have 
always felt her influence, and to the ‘Gardeners’ she will always 
be a beautiful memory.” 
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Of her love for flowers, one of her friends writes: “I shall 
always think of her surrounded with flowers; she planned the 
most lovely gardens and others eagerly carried out her ideas. 
There was always a seed catalogue or bulb catalogue on her table. 
At ‘Clovelly’ it was easy to understand that the flowers would be 
lovely, with skilled gardeners and a greenhouse, but at Saranac, 
with none of these, the garden was a mass of bloom from the time 
of the first crocus until the frost killed the last blossom. But 
more remarkable even than this, she had flowers at Silver City— 
a table with bowls of Chinese lilies, narcissus and tulips, and 
these she cared for herself. Outside that room were vast stretches 
of sand and small trees and rough grass, but the flowers inside 
were lovely.” 

She was a member of the Bryn Mawr Presbyterian Church. 
Of the organizations with which she was most actively connected, 
the Ladies’ Depository, the Farmington Society, the Orphan 
Society of Philadelphia, the Main Line Citizens’ Association and 
its School Gardens Committee were perhaps the most important. 
She was a member of the Board of Managers of the Ladies’ 
Depository from 1906 and became First Directress in 1917, and 
for most of her life in Philadelphia was President of the Farming- 
ton Society. When illness necessitated her continued absence 
from home this was the one office from which she did not resign. 
The Society wrote of her connection with it: “Her interest in 
and devotion to the work of the Farmington Society, dating from 
her school days on through the years of her active life and failing 
health, were untiring, her services to that Society and its bene- 
ficiaries invaluable and her personality unforgettable.’’ She was 
a member of the Acorn Club in Philadelphia and of the Cosmo- 
politan Club in New York. 

Of her life as it appeared to her friends in Philadelphia one of 
her intimates says: “And beyond many such recollections there 
stands out another trait that especially characterized her for me, 
and that was the bigness of the scale on which she did things and 
her remarkable energy which seemed a part of it. She gave with 
a bountiful hand, she bought in this way, and she read, built, 
planted, travelled in the same liberal proportion. There was

something thrilling about her abilities and methods for accom- 
plishing the various things that engaged her attention and interest. 
Her life was full to overflowing, and the force, both mental and 
physical, that she put into all that she undertook to do filled the 
outsider with astonishment and admiration. She was dynamic— 
a born leader—yet tender and womanly always.” 

A friend said once of her: “To Ethel a difficulty is merely 
something to be overcome.’’ This, as well as her coolness and 
decision in an emergency, is well illustrated by the following 
incident. She was crossing Boston in a taxicab to catch a train 
at the South Station and had little time to spare. When nearing 
the station underneath the elevated a great horse truck loaded 
with freight backed in to the sidewalk just ahead of them and 
blocked the way. The stolid truck driver would do nothing at all 
and the taxi driver did nothing but talk volubly. After watching 
this situation for a moment or two Ethel stepped quickly out of 
the cab, went to the horses’ heads and deliberately turned them at 
right angles to the truck, motioned to the taxi-man to come 
through the opening, climbed in again and went on to make her 
train, while the truckman stared after her in open-mouthed 
astonishment. 

In 1914, believing that her boys who were then 18, 14 and 10 
years old should be given an opportunity to see and learn more 
of their own country, a trip to the Pacific Coast was planned. 
Besides their trips abroad, all three boys had been with her to the 
South as far as Florida and to Bermuda, but never to the West. 
Taking the two younger ones, she went out by Buffalo and the 
Great Lakes to Duluth and St. Paul. There her husband joined 
her with Townsend, their oldest son. The Yellowstone Park 
was their first objective, then Portland, Mt. Rainier National 
Park and Seattle. From there a round trip by steamer to Alaska 
followed with stops at Prince Rupert, Douglas, Sitka, and other 
places and a trip from Skaguay over the Yukon and White Pass 
railway. From Seattle they went to Victoria and motored up 
into the center of Vancouver Island and then crossed to 
Vancouver and came east through the Canadian Rockies, stopping 
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for camping and expeditions on horseback and the usual sight- 
seeing at Glacier, Field, Lake Louise, Banff, Winnipeg and 
Montreal. From there Ethel went with her boys to Northeast 
Harbor for a few weeks before returning to Philadelphia for 
the winter. 

The oldest boy was then attending the Adirondack-Florida 
School which was conducted for the fall and spring terms at 
Rainbow Lake in the Adirondacks and through the winter at 
Cocoanut Grove near Miami in Florida. In 1915 it was decided 
that Wright, the second boy, who had been at the Groton School 
for two years, should have a year at ihe Thacher School in the 
Ojai Valley in California. Ethel took him and the youngest boy 
with her to the Pacific Coast where both the San Francisco and 
San Diego Expositions were visited and Wright started in school. 
The following winter she and her husband went to New Orleans 
and on through southern California, up to the Ojai Valley and to 
Santa Barbara and thence by motor to San Francisco. Her keen 
interest in travel both at home and abroad never flagged. 

Through these years (1914-1917) war activities largely 
absorbed her time and energy. She gave generously to all the 
war funds and provided and supported an ambulance in the 
French Field Service. Her personal efforts were given especially 
to the Belgian Relief work, which enlisted her ardent sympathy, 
and she also undertook, as so many others did, the support of 
numerous French orphans and carried this on as long as she 
lived.

While never robust, Mrs. Ludington’s health, with the one excep- 
‘tion of her serious illness from typhoid in 1895, had been gener- 
ally excellent, notwithstanding her continuous and at most times 
intense activity both mental and physical. She was constantly 
doing, planning and travelling, rarely ever resting in any complete 
sense, and keeping up a large family and general correspondence. 
Her vacations and pleasure trips were always full of activity and 
she seemed to get her recreation and amusement in turning from 
one form of endeavor and active interest to another. Still she 
never seemed in better general health than during these years 
prior to 1917. 

Through the late winter of 1916-1917 she first showed some 
symptoms of weakened vitality. Her activities continued but 
her endurance was lessened. She had more frequent colds and a 
cough that it seemed hard to throw off. Through the spring this 
persisted even after trips to Atlantic City and the South. It was 
thought that the summer at Mt. Desert would effect a cure, but 
instead her cough grew gradually worse. On her return home in 
early September her physicians ordered her to a dry climate in 
the west and in October she went with her husband to Silver City, 
New Mexico, where she remained under medical supervision until 
the following May. There her whole family were with her during 
the Christmas Holidays and two of her sons and her husband at 
Easter time. Several friends also made long visits so that she 
was alone but a very few days. 

One of her friends who joined her there writes of her life at 
the Sanitorium: “It was not until 1918, the first part of her 
invalidism, that I was with her again on almost the same footing 
as in the early years. But she was still the same Ethel. Unable 
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to settle down to just ‘curing’ herself, in a few weeks she had 
made a unique place for herself in the New- Mexico Sanitorium. 
By the time I reached there in February she was acquainted with 
every patient well enough to be visited and knew much of their 
histories, their tastes and their hopes. She made it her business, 
until such exertion was forbidden her, to arrange the Sanitorium 
library and to distribute books to all unable to fetch their own. 
She spent much time selecting those which might cheer and enter- 
tain individual taste, and many new ones were added to the library 
through her generosity. At Christmas she and her sons prepared 
a tree in the large dining room and a favor and a greeting at 
every place, while each tray that went out to a ‘bed-patient’ 
carried also its favor and a miniature tree with its message of good 
will. It was not only in quick helpfulness where need was 
apparent (although for a friend in distress the mails were too 
slow and she would telegraph aid), but her kindnesses were often 
planned far ahead. I remember the hundreds of bulbs she had 
started in the town at a date to insure their distribution in full 
flower at Easter.” 

Another friend says: “I remember with what dismay I heard 
that she was going to a Sanitorium in Silver City, New Mexico, 
in the fall of 1917. My mind was full of the things she liked 
best, the goings and comings, the doing for others, the planning 
and the carrying out of plans. I felt that she could scarcely have 
sufficient courage to meet this emergency, but little did I then 
understand her courage. Never once did she falter, and never 
once did she complain or feel that the ordeal was too hard. If 
‘optimism and cheerfulness could have made her well, she would 
have been cured long ago. She never allowed her mind to dwell 
on things that were hard, and never made the situation harder 
by self-pity... . 

“In January I reached Silver City some sixty hours late, delayed 
en route by a blizzard. She, finding that I would miss the only 
train at a junction fifty miies away, lad sent an automobile ont to 
meet me, and the memory of that welcome when I reached the 
Sanitorium will always warm my heart. Her cottage was com- 
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fortable, and with her own things around her, there was a delight- 
ful atmosphere and no suggestion of banishment. Her books 
and photographs, her pictures and her flowers and all the things 
that were taken with her wherever she went, made it charming 
and cozy. The régime was not very strict, but the days were 
chiefly spent in reading, writing letters and resting at prescribed 
times. The climate was delightful and the sun warm, even in 
February, and the days sped by. 

“To be with her was a joy; she never adopted invalid ways; 
never dwelt on how she felt or discussed her symptoms. It 
always took adroitness and determination to draw from her a neces- 
sary statement as to how she really felt. She demanded no sym- 
pathy—indeed she seldom encouraged sympathy. When with 
her I never felt that I had given to her, or that good had gone 
out of me; it was rather that from her I had gained courage, a 
keener interest in the events of the day, an inspiring review of 
books I had not had time to read, and an insight into the larger 
things of life. 

“Never have I come in contact with such an active mind. 
Neither Silver City nor a life of semi-invalidism in California nor 
the greater seclusion and confinement later at Saranac could sub- 
due that spirit. She tried and tried hard to obey the doctors and to 
keep quiet, and theoretically she did obey them. She gave up to 
the prescribed treatment without a murmur, so far as the physical 
part was concerned, but she was told to ‘vegetate,’ and that she 
could not do. She could not let go of the intimate concerns 
of life. 

“The excitement of the morning mail was her greatest pleasure 
each day. She kept in closest touch with her friends and there 
was something about her that must have made her seem very 
necessary to them, for in spite of the years of separation, letters 
continued to come to her, intimate letters, too, which often needed 
immediate answers, and in this way she kept in touch with the 
happy problems and the intricate problems of her family and 
her friends.” 

The wife of one of the patients at the Sanitorium wrote after 
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her death: “She came into my life when I needed her so, just 
ae the time when my husband was so ill, having just had his first 
gas treatment and Dr. B—— had given me almost no hope of 
even that doing any good. But the treatment did succeed so 
marvelously for a while, making those few months the happiest 
of my life, and dear Mrs. Ludington made them richer by far 
with her delightful companionship, with her loving kindness and 
sweet thoughtfulness. She was so wonderful and her friendship 
meant so much to my husband and to me then, and has through 
all these heartbreaking years.” 

The following summer was spent at her home in Ardmore 
under a régime very strict at first, but gradually relaxed toward 
autumn as her temperature became normal and her cough dis- 
appeared. Through the autumn she was allowed to walk a little, 
and to sit out in her garden and to see her friends. She was 
apparently making steady and substantial improvement. In 
December permission was given her by the doctors to spend the 
remainder of the winter and spring in southern California. Her 
husband preceded her to make such arrangements as seemed 
necessary for her comfort at Santa Barbara. One of her sons 
came out with her and her companion-secretary just before 
Christmas, and the other two joined her there. The older one 
was then in charge of a Naval Aviation Quartermasters’ Training 
School at San Diego and the youngest was attending the Thacher 
School in the Ojai Valley. Instead of the completely quiet and 
restful winter that had been looked forward to, she had to face, 
almost from the moment of her arrival, a long and for some time 
critical illness of the youngest boy. For some weeks at first and 
again during a relapse her anxiety for him was acute, and not- 
withstanding the wide prevalence of the “influenza” epidemic 
throughout the whole region and the fact that the hospital was 
crowded with such patients, she went there daily to see her son. 
Her courage and deiermination carricd her through this ordeal 
and she seemed to show no ill effects, but some time after he had 
returned to school in the spring, she had an attack of what was 
pronounced bronchial pneumonia and her cough and temperature 
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returned and persisted. Early in May she returned to Ardmore 
and was at once placed under a very strict régime again. 

While in Santa Barbara she met at the house of friends a Mr. 
Hoare, a man of most unusual personality who was devoting his 
life to educational and missionary work among the Esquimaux 
villages along the north Alaskan coast. Notwithstanding her con- 
dition of health, she joined in the formation of the Point Hope 
Association for the support of his work, and at a meeting held 
later to enlarge the membership of this Association she offered to 
give most of the cost of building a power schooner for Mr. 
Hoare’s use in his work. In writing of this incident later one of 
the Directors of the Association said: “She threw herself into 
kindness, good-will, beautiful deeds with sheer abandon, like a 
boy who dives joyfully from a spring board, shouting, “Here 
goes.’ I have told in public, dozens of times, about her instant, 
perhaps reckless, response in the matter of the Alaskan schooner. 
Nothing I ever tell about Mr. Hoare gets people like the story of 
your wife’s putting heart into that Hero of the Cross.” 

‘Another of the directors of the Association wrote after her 
death: “She never has been a person to me. I believe I spoke 
once to her at a Jecture Mr. Hoare gave. But I cannot recall 
what she looked like. And yet—as a personality she was and 
always will be vividly real. In all this work to which I have 
given so much in the past four and a half years I felt the power 
and fellowship of that personality working with me, to which I 
was always sure I could turn for encouragement and counsel. In 
the past two years while she was in her Adirondack exile, one of 
the reasons I kept at this work, instead of letting it drop, was the 
determination to put it through so the result should be a cause of 
happiness and gratification to her.” 

Mr. Hoare’s sudden and tragic death during the following 
summer was a sad blow, and as no one could then be found to 
replace him in the work, the Association became inactive. The 
schooner, however, was then being built and later was sold and 
the proceeds are held in trust by the Bishop of Alaska for work 
among the Esquimaux. 

Early in July Ethel went to Keene Valley in the Adirondacks 
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and remained there until the latter part of September when she 
returned to “Clovelly.” Through the fall she seemed to improve 
somewhat but in the winter and spring it was evident that she 
was losing ground. Toward the end of April her physicians 
decided that she should be taken to Saranac Lake in the Adiron- 
dacks. A house was purchased there and put in order and on 
May 2oth she left her home and made the journey with her hus- 
band, nurse, and doctor. Perhaps no one could tell how hard this 
decree of separation from her home and home interests was for 
her, but she took the sentence courageously, never complaining or 
faltering, and if she had fears as to her ultimate recovery, she 
kept them to herself. She loved the home she had created at 
“Clovelly” and her gardens, and keenly enjoyed having her friends 
and connections about her there, but she planned always to get 
well and she drove away from her house with a brave smile and 
wondering whether it would all look the same when she could 
come back to it. Her house had been enlarged and altered only 
a few years earlier and only the year before her illness began the 
work on her new gardens was completed. The keen pleasure 
which she had anticipated in gradually gathering added furnish- 
ings for the house and in developing and perfecting the gardens 
had to be postponed after her first departure for New Mexico, 
although when she was able to be at home she planned and directed, 
even when confined to her bed, the planting and various improve- 
ments in the gardens. She rarely consulted “decorators” in 
regard to her house and never depended upon them. She planned 
for herself and had the patience to wait until she found just the 
piece of furniture or the design and material she wanted, so that 
her house was very definitely the expression of her own taste. 
Of this one of her friends said: “Alone she accomplished that 
not easy feat, of making a home in which she was charmingly 
and hospitably at home. The gardens and the sunny, delight- 
ful house out at Ardmore, on Mill Creek, are as eloquent of Mrs. 
Ludington’s character and of her grave kindness as the portrait 
of her by Cecilia Beaux is interpretative of another side of her, 
a softly sparkling, wilfully imperious aspect. 

“It was perhaps this last characteristic that made the enforced 
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rest and strict retirement of the Saranac treatment so difficult 
for her to conform to in spirit. No matter how strict the guard 
kept on her correspondence and on her every day occupations, her 
interest in all that pertained to her life at home was too keen and 
generous to lose itself in the restricted happenings of mere 
invalidism. Her family and her friends and her varied interests 
were kept aware of her thought and planning to the last week of 
her life. 

“Her house and garden and sun porch above Saranac village, 
thanks to her husband’s constant forethought, were happily 
reminding her of Ardmore comforts and beauties, and her 
reading and letters and intimate associates gave her a family 
companionship few woman have in these days. Her banishment 
from the active concerns of every day life was, happily for her, 
never a banishment from home. That went with her up to the 
Adirondacks and remained triumphantly hers to the last.” 

Of her life while at Saranac one of her close friends who was 
also a resident there on account of her health wrote: 

“1920 found us both at Saranac Lake where we were once 
more neighbors, friends and co-fighters. 

“Her character had grown and deepened since our girlhood 
days, but in spite of illness and weakness nothing daunted her 
enthusiasm or her lively interest in everything and everybody. 
Those of us who were privileged to see her from time to time 
came away cheered by her courage and stimulated by good talk 
of books and her many outside interests; never one word of the 
fight she was waging. 

“Her interest in outside things soon brought her in touch with 
the people of Saranac Lake who are helping others less fortunate 
than themselves. The Saranac Lake Public Library was among 
the first to feel her interest. Books play such an important part 
in the lives of that community ; and new books were much needed, 
so she gave books of all kinds and flowers in summer from her 
lovely garden—to give an added cheer to those who came to the 
library. But what touched her most was the lack of many of 
the worthwhile books for children. This she began at once to

rectify, picking out herself the books which she thought would 
appeal most to them. The doctors and social workers, too, found 
her interest and advice always at their disposal. Many a person 
has been enabled to stay and finish their ‘cure’ because of her 
generosity. These are only a few of the things that one knows 
about, and there is much more that will only be known to those 
who bless her when they think of her. Ethel’s going left a real 
gap in that community which will not be readily filled. To those 
of us who are left to walk still further on the trail she has 
finished, her smiling courage to the end will always be an unfail- 
ing inspiration.” 

Another friend wrote: “I shall miss her so much in Saranac, 
and I was thinking this evening as I read in the ‘Enterprise’ a 
tribute to her generosity to the Library, of what a blessing to 
Saranac she had been in these two years and a half. Very few 
people have seen her, but how many have been made happier and 
more comfortable by her presence there.” 

During the two years that she lived at Saranac she was kept 
under a very strict régime, most of the time in bed on her sun 
and sleeping porch. The introduction of an elevator after a time 
made it possible for her to be wheeled down in her chair to the 
first floor for a part of the day, and on a few rare occasions out 
into her garden. Four or five times she was taken for short 
drives and on one of these she was allowed to stop and have the 
librarian of the Public Library come out to talk with her. She 
seemed to improve at times, occasionally quite markedly, but “set- 
backs” would follow. During the spring of 1922 she appeared 
to be definitely gaining. One of her friends speaks of this time: 
“On her twenty-seventh wedding anniversary, the 24th of April, 
she put on a charming dress, decked herself out in her lovely 
necklace of jade and pearls, and looked so handsome, and seemed 
so much better and laughed so heartily in the old way, that some- 
how my heart jumped for joy. I thought she was really getting 
well and she thought so too.” This improvement seemed to con- 
tinue and on fine days in May and June she frequently was 
wheeled outdoors to where she could sit under a lawn umbrella 
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and survey her garden and the passing life of the village. Plans 
were even considered for a house in the south for the following 
winter. In July she began slowly but increasingly to lose ground. 
Tn late August it was discovered that the disease had spread from 
her lungs. The end came suddenly after a brief final illness on 
the afternoon of September 7th. Her gallant courage never once 
failed her and if at any time before almost the last she knew 
that she could not recover, she never spoke of it even to her 
physician. She met death as bravely and calmly as she had 
throughout her life faced the trials and sorrows that were her lot. 
Up to the last two days, so far as she was permitted, she was 
planning for her outside interests and directing correspondence, 
and to the last hour she was thinking of the welfare and comfort 
of those about her and those dear to her. 

One of her friends wrote soon after her death: “The shock 
of Mrs Ludington’s death is overwhelming! It is almost impos- 
sible to realize that one who was so interested in others, so eager 
in her outlook, as a letter to me less than three weeks ago showed 
her to be, was so near the end!” 

She was brought first to her dearly loved home at Ardmore 
where the funeral services were held on Sunday, September roth. 
A further service followed on Monday at Lyme, Connecticut, at 
the Ludington home, where many of her friends who could not get 
to Ardmore were present. Her grave is in the old cemetery at 
Lyme in one of the Ludington lots amid the quiet, peaceful 
beauty of a New England village and landscape to which she was 
deeply attached. She wished to be buried there. On her grave- 
stone is cut: 


“To him that overcometh will I give to eat of the tree of life that 
is in the midst of the Garden of God.”—Rev. II: 7. 


“He will swallow up death in Victory, and the Lord God will 
wipe away tears from off all faces.”—Isaiah XXV: 8, 


These promises cannot fail to include one who throughout, as 
one friend said, “By her own unfailig spirit ...... had chosen 
only the best that life has to offer” and who through all her days, 
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and especially through her last hard years, played her part and 
met her death with such signal and gallant courage. 

Her pastor confirmed this in his last words at her funeral: 

“In those years of illness, too, the fine qualities of her spirit and 
the noble notes in her character shone forth in even greater 
measure. Speaking for myself, whatever of good cheer I may 
‘have brought to her at any time, it was little compared to the 
real refreshment of sou! that she gave to me. 

“I know from observation and I learned in other ways, what a 
fine fight was fought all these years, and the splendid courage 
that never faltered. And when the end came, the call was not 
spoken to one who was disheartened and defeated. In the peace- 
ful passing of last Thursday, it was the passing of a victorious 
soul, ready to enter upon the still ampler and nobler life in the 
nearer presence of God. 

“Then, again, hers was not a case of sickness that centered all 
the interest of life in herself and made her days simply a matter 
of doctors and drugs and getting well. Her life reached out from 
her sick-room, and even from her home circle in all those years 
of illness, and in a very real sense, and in the very spirit of her 
Master she, too, ‘went about continually doing good.’ ” 


While she was bearing her own burden, quietly and without it 
being known to the outside world, she bore the burdens of others. 
And many a one has known her generosity, both of hand and of 
heart, and been helped over difficult places. I think—as I speak— 
of one such commission that she asked me to attend to for her 
the last time I saw her, and which is only now on its way across 
the far seas.” 


No record of her life would be complete without some refer- 
ence to another trait—her systematic and generous giving to a 
wide variety of interests and causes. Through most of her life 
she kept a card file of her gifts to charitable, philanthropic and 
other organizations, and to a large portion of them her annual 
renewals were sent without waiting for reminders from them. 
Her personal benefactions also were many and, as one who knew 
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her well said: “When she once started to help a person, she 
never let go.” She gave with her heart as well as her hand. As 
one friend wrote: “She not only gave, but always sent us on our 
way cheered and heartened.” Another said: “I met her but 
once. It was in Maine and several years ago, and only for a 
short time at a tea, but we had long been correspondents. Her 
kind and sympathetic letters, together with generous gifts, year 
by year, toward the support of orphans in St. Paul’s College (at 
Tarsus) had already won my heart. She had a beautiful way of 
giving. You felt her heart was in her gift, and I used to select 
the most promising boys to help with her donations. I think it was 
in 1911 that I was visiting Mrs. Schieffelin at Bar Harbor, when 
she drove me to the lovely resort where I first met your wife. I 
recall her face perfectly, it was so fresh and animated, beaming 
with kindness and interest. She was keenly alive and radiated 
her own beautiful spirit.” 

The superintendent of one of the institutions in which she took 
a special interest wrote: “I cannot adequately express to you 
how much Mrs Ludington meant to some of us connected with 
this Institute. Her life and her goodness were revealed to me 
through her letters and the spirit in which she gave ...... Her 
life was and is a lasting inspiration and we are profoundly grate- 
ful for all that it meant to us and to the men of the sea whom 
she helped through this Institute.” 

Throughout her whole intensely active and full life there was 
always a fine and sane balance, and a clear sense of relative and 
of permanent values. Perspective was never lost. Varied as 
were her outside interests and keenly as she gave herself to them, 
they were never allowed to crowd out her home duties and con- 
cerns, or even to interfere with her constant and devoted care 
for her family and their interests. The modern tendency to 
subordinate and even to minimize home and family life found no 
favor in her eyes. From the beginning of her mature life she 
wished always to have a “home,” and she created one wherever 
she lived; not a mere place of residence, but a home in the fullest 
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sense, in which she centered beauty and community of varied 
and active family interests. Her ideal of a home was all of this 
and more—and those whose privilege it was to be with her in 
her home can testify to her success in approaching such ideal. 
The “atmosphere” about her in her home reflected not only her 
own sense of beauty, but her own beautiful spirit and her own 
unfailing choice of what was to her most worth while in life. 
To those who were closest to her, therefore, home meant much; 
but to them at the same time and above all home was wherever 
she was. The spirit was more real than any dwelling it had 
created and beautified by its presence and its handiwork. 

Even among her outside activities she did not permit herself 
to become over-absorbed in any one. The major objectives in 
her life were definite and clear, and in all her planning and doing 
were not lost to sight for a moment. It was never her way to 
drift, or with idle oars to let her craft float with the current. 
She kept its bow ever aimed toward some definite goal, and even 
while moving steadily toward this she would be planning further 
stages of the journey. 

Another trait that should be emphasized was her strong family 
feeling and loyalty. This became more marked as she advanced 
in years and was able to assume a responsibility for keeping in 
close touch with a very widely scattered family connection. This 
she did by extensive correspondence and by making every 
opportunity for receiving or paying visits. She kept careful 
record of the birthdays and other anniversaries throughout a wide 
circle and did not fail to remember them by gift or letter. Her 
joy in all anniversary celebrations and gatherings within her own 
immediate family circle was always keen. After her sister’s 
death the genealogical memoranda and records which Mrs. Folsom 
had gathered were given to her and she contmued the work as 
opportunity offered in the midst of a very full and busy life. On 
her wedding trip and on each subsequent visit to Bermuda investi- 
gation was pursued. When confinement during the later years 
of her illness afforded more opportunity she took up the work 
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again as actively as the restrictions on her correspondence would 
permit, and this she continued up to within a brief time before 
her death. 

It seemed fitting, therefore, that the results of her work should 
be preserved and extended to cover what she had intended her- 
self to accomplish—for both of her own ancestral! lines and for 
her husband’s family, so that a complete record might be made 
for her sons and later generations. 

The outstanding characteristics of a life so full and active and 
of a personality so vivid cannot be better drawn than in the 
tribute of two of her life-long friends after her death: 


“I love to think of her beauty, and delight in beauty, her vivid- 
ness of spirit, and the way in which her personality impressed 
itself on all who came in touch with her; her tolerance and unself- 
ishness, her wonderful insight and understanding, and above ail 
her faith and courage.” 

“Ethel won love as few could—we who have known her can 
never forget her. Her force of character, her beauty, and her 
intelligence were all remarkable, but there was something more— 
a quality of spirit which if she had been well would have made 
her a great leader.”

rt Sotomon? Sartus (1745-1834). He was born in Bermuda, 
as above stated, and early engaged in the West Indian trade. It 
is not known just when he moved his residence to New York City 
but he was certainly still a young man. In 1775 he was a member 
of the Marine Society of New York and remained active in that 
organization until his death. In 1779 he was master of the sloop 
“Industry” from the Island of St. Kitts, the boat being captured 
and plundered by a privateer. In 1785 he was captain of the 
sloop “Union” and in 1787 of the brig “Betsey,” both vessels 
trading between New York and Charleston, S. C. In 1789 he 
seems to have definitely abandoned the sea and was located at 26 
Beekman Street, New York City, as a shipchandler. In 1795 he 
moved his business to 65 Front Street, and the firm about this 
time became Saltus, Son and Company. The partnership was 
dissolved in 1800 but the same name was continued for another 
firm which gradually specialized as iron merchants. Solomon 
joined the St. Andrew’s Society of New York City in 1789, so he 
must have been considered a Scot by descent. He was a member 


of “The House of Lords,” a famous club of merchants in old 
New Vork,

time of his death said: “Another of our oldest and most respect- 
able citizens has departed. Mr. Saltus died on Thursday evening. 
So extensive have been his business and social relations during the 
long period of his active life and so highly was he esteemed for 
integrity and uprightness of character, as well as for successful 
enterprise in his pursuits, that his decease will excite a very 
general regret in the community, and especially among the mer- 
chants of the city of whom he was one of the worthiest. The 
following brief notice of his career has been communicated to us 
by a correspondent :—The death of the late Colonel Francis Saltus 
gives occasion for a brief eulogy from one eminently able to 
acknowledge his sterling worth and virtues. Our city has lost its 
oldest merchant, Colone! Saltus being the founder of the oldest 
mercantile house here, and during a very long period of years he 
has justly maintained at all times its position and honor. Com- 
mencing mercantile pursuits at the early age of thirteen years we 
find him at one-and-twenty in the co-partnership with one of the 
wealthiest merchants of the day; and at five-and-twenty, one of 
the first merchants here, owning and sailing several vessels, the 
number of which afterwards was largely increased. His trade 
with the Spanish Main and the immensity of his operations in the 
Baltic are known only to the contemporaries of his day. An 
underwriter for himself and others, the first Marine Insurance 
Company formed in this city received a subscription of $25,000.00 
from him. His trade with Russia, before and after the War of 
1812, was alike princely in its arrangements as it was profitable 
in its results. His brother Nicholas, then residing in Russia, 
enjoyed the friendship of the Emperor Alexander. When Mos- 
cow was burned by the Russians Mr. Saltus lost one thousand 
boxes of sugar and an immense quantity of tobacco, and his three 
vessels, the ‘Nancy,’ the ‘Hudson,’ and the ‘Bolivar,’ were taken 
by the French on their way home, after successful voyages, for 
which he never received any indemnification. The high prices, 
together with the protective feeling in favor of home manufac- 
tures, caused Mr. Saltus to engage largely in the production of 
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iron in his native State; and in this, as well as all other business 
matters, he proved himself equal to the matter he undertook. He 
made a wilderness a paradise—an unknown spot, celebrated for 
its mineral wealth, developing an entire county, leveling moun- 
tains, razing forests, struggling through bad periods and changes 
of the tariff, seeing his works twice destroyed by fire and once by 
freshet, laboring under difficulties that most men would have sunk 
under. He seemed to wish to be placed in difficulties that he 
might have opportunity to extricate himself. His reward has been 
given him and his immense exertions were crowned with success. 
He leaves to his children a spotless character, an honorable name, 
and an ample fortune, and above all, the great satisfaction of 
knowing that in Jesus Christ he had a friend who did not desert 
him when his strength failed and when his eye grew dim, and that 
he has gone where his good deeds, virtues and charities will ensure 
him a crown of glory forever.” To this may be added that he 
was a founder of the Farmers Loan and Trust Company of New 
York City and joined the St. Andrew’s Society in 1810. His 
membership in St. Andrew’s meant that he considered himself and 
was accepted as a Scot. The property he held in upper New York 
State included Lake Placid. 

On April 1, 1796, he was appointed an Ensign in the New York 
Militia. Later promotions were: Lieutenant in 1798; Captain in 
1800; Second Major in 1805; First Major in 1807; and in 1809 
Lieutenant Colonel, when he commanded the 3d Regiment of 
Artillery. This regiment still exists as the 258th Artillery, 
N. Y. N. G. (late 8th Coast Defence Command). 

Colonel Saltus lived at 17 Waverly Place at the time of his 
death, and was buried in the family vault in the Marble Cemetery 
on 2d Street, New York City. His son, Francis Henry* Saltus 
(no. 8), moved all the bodies in that vault to a new one in the 
Sleepy Hollow Cemetery, Tarrytown, New York.

He inherited from 
his father thousands of acres in upper New York State and added 
to his properties other large areas. Large ore deposits were on 
this land and he produced iron and steel “of an excellence still a 
tradition.” He was also engaged in the traditional shipping busi- 
ness of his family, controlling a large number of ships. Inter- 
national recognition came to him as the inventor of the rifled steel 
cannon, for which he received the following decorations: Knight 
of the Royal Order of Wasa (Sweden) in 1860; Chevalier of 
the Legion of Honor (France), 1861; Knight of the Royal Order 
of Isabel the Catholic (Spain), 1862; Knight of the Royal Portu- 
guese Military Order of Our Lord Jesus Christ (Portugal), 1868. 

At the time of a famine in 
the Canary Islands he sent a free cargo of wheat and was made 
by the King of Portugal the hereditary Marquis di Casa Bisa, a 
title he never used.

A distinguished 
patron of the arts. His particular interests were coins and the 
histories of Joan of Arc and the Lost Dauphin (Louis XVII). 
He gave the statue of Joan that stands on Riverside Drive, New 
York City, and also gave statues of the Maid to Winchester 
Cathedral, England, to New Orleans, La, and to the City of 
Blois, France. He gave shrines to her memory in many places. 
His collection of books about Louis XVII was very large and 
was presented to the Salmagundi Club of New York City. At 
least half the valuable library of this club was presented by Mr. 
Saltus. He was President of the British Numismatic Society, 
President of the New York Numismatic Club, and Vice-President 
of the American Numismatic Society. He was also Vice- 
President of the French Art Museum in New York, formerly 
Honorary President of the New York Joan of Arc Committee, 
was the largest individual contributor to the fund for rebuilding 
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the library of the University of Louvain, Belgium; was an honor- 
ary citizen of Blois, France; largely interested in the French 
Y. M. C. A.; a donor of prizes for fencing and the founder of 
the John Sanford Saltus Foundation for Lectures. France made 
him first a Chevalier and then an Officier of the Legion of Honor. 
He died in London but was buried in New York.

In 1878 he was back in the United States and entered 
and graduated from the law school of Columbia University, taking 
his degree in 1880. He never practiced law but devoted his time 
to literary work, achieving considerable reputation. His first 
book was a biography of Balzac, published in 1884. It was fol- 
lowed by at least seventeen other volumes, including “The Philos- 
ophy of Disenchantment” (1885), “Imperial Purple” (1892), 
“Perfume of Eros” (1905), “The Monster” (1913), and “The 
Imperial Orgy” (1920).

BARKER 


James’ Barker was born in 1623, in Harwich, County Essex, 
England, and left for New England in 1634 with his father, also 
named James Barker. The father died on the voyage, making 
the request that the boy be cared for by his aunt Christianna, then 
wife of Thomas Beecher and later married to Nicholas Easton. 
The younger James probably remained with his aunt at Charles- 
town, Massachusetts, until her marriage to Easton brought them 
both to Newport, Rhode Island, in 1639. He was Corporal in 
1644 and Ensign in 1648. Member of the General Court of 
Elections, 1648. Had the freeman’s right in 1655. Commis- 
sioner, 1655, 1661, 1663. In 1661 he was a member of the com- 
mittee to raise funds for the agents in England who were trying 
to secure a charter. In 1633 he was named in the charter granted 
by King Charles II. He was an Assistant to the Governor, 1663- 
1666, 1671, 1672, 1676-1678, and a Deputy for twelve terms 
between 1667 and 1686. Commissioner to Connecticut in 1670. 
In 1676 the Assembly desired his presence as one of sixteen “most 
judicious inhabitants” whose advice was wanted. He became 
Deputy Governor in 1678 and served also in 1679. He died in 
Newport in 1702. In 1644 he had married in Newport, Barpara® 
Duncan, born in 1628 (see Duncan). Among their children, 
a son, 


PETER? BarKER, date of birth unknown, died in 1725. Married 
first, in 1692, Freelove Bliss, and married, secondly, in 1712, 
Susanna? PecKHamM, who died in 1733 (see PEcKHAM). He 
lived at Newport and Westerly. In 1714 he was Captain of the 
Second Company, First Regiment, “Militia of the Islands” (Rhode

BISHOP 


Joun’ BrsHop was born in 1604 and died in January, 1660. He 
was one of the founders of Guilford, Connecticut, being the 
second signer of the Guilford Compact, drawn on shipboard June 
I, 1639, and one of the six signers of the deeds of purchase from 
the Indians. He had a large part in the early government of the 
new town, being appointed by the settlers on September 29, 1639, 
as one of three men te have “the civil power for the administration 
of justice and the preservation of peace.” To this office he was 
re-elected February 2, 1641/2. He was thirty-five years old when 
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he emigrated and his wife ANNE, surname lost, and several chil- 
dren were with him. He had the freeman’s right in 1650 and on 
June 12, 1656, was elected townsman (selectman). He owned 
much land in Guilford. His wife survived him. A daughter, 


Mary? BisHop, married George’ Hupparp. She died September 
14, 1676 (see HUBBARD).

BISSELL 


Joun’* BisseLt, born in England in 1591; died in Windsor, 
Connecticut, on October 3, 1677, aged 86. His wife, whose name 
has been lost, died May 21, 1641. He is supposed to have come 
from County Somerset, England, to Plymouth in 1628, and to 
have settled at Windsor in 1639. He had a ferry across the 
Connecticut River as early as 1640, and was a juror at Hartford 
in 1640-1643, 1645, 1647, and 1648. Beginning in 1642 and for 
forty-two sessions he was a Deputy from Windsor. Under 
Mason he served as a trooper in 1657-1658; was in King Philip’s 
War and was known as Captain on the town records, so probably 
served aS commanding officer of the local train band. The free- 
man’s right was given him at Windsor in 1669. In 1677 he was 
quartermaster of the County Troop of Hartford County, the first 
cavalry organization in the colony. About 1648-1649 he received 
a monopoly of the ferry privileges and in 1659 built a house on 
the east river bank. However, in 1662 he gave the ferry and the 
house to his son John?, and moved to below the mouth of the 
Scantic. on the east side, being the first to take his family there. 
His home at Windsor served as a fort and garrison house in King 
Philip’s War. A son, 
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SAMUEL? BissELL, born in England. Married on June 11, 
1658, ApicaiL? Hotcoms, who was baptized at Windsor on Janu- 
ary 6, 1638, died August 17, 1688 (see Hotcoms).

GEORGE? BOWER, also used as Rowers, was an early settler of 
Scituate in the Plymouth Colony, being a freeman there on March 
7, 1636/7 and a town officer. Two years later he appears in 
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Plymouth and was elected constable there for al] Plymouth on 
March 5, 1638/9. However, he retained his land in Scituate and 
did not sell it or buy in Plymouth until 1640. About 1642 he 
removed again, going to Cambridge, apparently for the better 
education of his sons. His first wife, BARBARIE, surname not 
known, died at Cambridge on March 25, 1644, and on April 15, 
1649, he married at that town his second wife, Elizabeth Worth- 
ington.

BRAINERD 


DaniEt! BrarINERD was born about 1641, probably in Braintree, 
Essex County, England; died April 1, 1715, aged 74 years, in 
Haddam, Connecticut. He first married about 1663/4 Hannan? 
SPENCER, born about 1641, at Lynn, Massachusetts, died before 
or about 1691 (see SPENCER). He married, secondly, March 30, 
1693, Elizabeth (Wakeman) Arnold. She died and his third 
wife, taken on November 29, 1698, was Hannah (Spencer) 
Sexton. He was brought to this country when about eight years 
old and lived with the Wadsworth family in Hartford. About 
1662 he moved to Haddam, then a new settlement. He was a 
Commissioner to the Genera! Court from Haddam in 1669. On 
May 12, 1692, he was freed from regular training for a time, 
which shows he was a member of the train band. He was a 
Deputy in 1692 and probably later. There is difficulty in telling 
after 1692 whether he or his son of the same name was Deputy, 
a Daniel Brainerd was Deputy as late as 1715. The people of 
Haddam appointed him Captain of the train band on May 9, 1700, 
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but the Court never acted on the nomination. He held various 
town offices, such as surveyor, assessor, deacon, fence viewer, and 
justice of the peace.

BREWSTER. 


Wi.iram! Brewster, the. famous pastor of the “Mayflower,” 
was born during the last half of the year 1566 or the first half of 
1567, the date being determined by an affidavit he made at Leyden 
on June 25, 1609, when he stated he was then forty-two years old. 
He “dyed at Plymouth in New England the roth of Aprill; 1644.” 
Governor Bradford wrote that Brewster was “nere fourskore 
years of age (if not aii out) when he dyed.” His wife, Mary, 
whose surname has never been found, was aged forty in 1609, 
and died at Plymouth on April 17, 1627. Brewster was the son

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of an older William Brewster who was appointed by Archbishop 
Sandys in January, 1575/76, as receiver of Scrooby in Notting- 
hamshire, England, and bailiff of the manor house in that place 
belonging to the Bishop, to have life tenure of both places. 
Probably the son was born at Scrooby but no record was ever 
found of his birth, baptism or. marriage. William, the son, 
matriculated at Peterhouse, Cambridge University, on December 
3, 1580, but-apparently did not remain to take a degree. He then 
became an assistant to William Davison, Secretary of State to 
Queen Elizabeth, and accompanied him to the Netherlands in 
August, 1585, and served him at court later until 1587. Return- 
ing to Scrooby he became administrator of his father’s estate and 
later succeeded the senior Brewster as postmaster, holding office 
until 1607. He lived at the old manor house and there the 
members of the Pilgrim Church met on the Lord’s Day. 

Brewster’s part in the whole Pilgrim movement of immigration 
was large and the story is too long and too familiar to be recounted 
here. Briefly, the steps were his imprisonment in 1607 at the 
time the Pilgrims tried to reach Holland, his later escape to 
Holland and residence at Leyden for twelve years, his selection as 
Elder of the Church, and his voyage to New England as the 
Spiritual leader of the group. He was a signer of the Mayflower 
Compact, chaplain of the military company organized by Myles 
Standish, serving against the Indians, and served as a Deputy in 
1636. He had many labours and “when the church had no other 
minister, he taught twise euery saboth, and ye both powerfully 
and: profitably, to ye great contentment of ye hearers.” <A 
daughter, 


Patience”? Brewster, the date of her birth being uncertain, 
came to join her parents in the ship “Ann” which arrived in 
July, 1623. She married as his first wife, on August 5, 1624, 
Tuomas! Prence, born in or about 1600 in England; died at 
Plymouth on March 29, 1672, aged seventy-three (see PrENCE).

WitiiAM'? BRowNeE was a schoolmaster in Rusper, Sussex, 
England, when he sailed for New England in 1645 with his wife 
and children, including his daughter Phoebe? Browne and her 
husband, Thomas’ Lee (see LzE). The name of William’s wife 
is not known but she died on the voyage, together with his son 
and Thomas* Lee. He seems to have gone quite promptly to that 
part of Saybrook, Connecticut, which is now Lyme, and probably 
remained there until about 1647, when he went to Southampton, 
Long Island, where he was a freeman on October 7, 1648. He 
was there Secretary to the highest court and Register of the court. 
He died at Southampton between July 2 and 23, 1650. (The 
inventory of his estate styled him “Gentleman.”) A daughter, 
as above appears, 


PHOEBE? Browne, who married in England Tomas? LEE (see 
Lee). After her inisband’s death at sta she went to Saybrook, 
Connecticut, and seems to have lived until about 1647, when she 
married, secondly, Greenfield Larrabee, and removed ‘with him to 
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Preston, Connecticut. She died at Northampton on December 22, 
1664, having meanwhile married a third husband, James Cornish.

BRYAN 


ALEXANDER’ BRYAN early came to this country from England 
but the dates of his birth and his arrival are unknown. Nor is 
there a definite record of his death except that it occurred in 1679, 
in which year on April 24th, he made his will, drew a codicil on 
July 22d, and the inventory of the estate, amounting to £712.05.00, 
was taken on November 6th. His wife was ANNE Batpwin, 
daughter of Robert Baldwin of the Baldwin family of County 
Buckingham, England, her father never coming to this country. 
She was admitted to the Milford, Connecticut, Church on August 
23, 1640, and died on February 20, 1661. Bryan then married 
Susanna, widow of both William Whiting and Samuel Fitch of 
Hartford, she and her third husband making a pre-nuptial agree- 
ment for the protection of the Whiting children on June 27, 1662. 
She died July 8, 1673, at Middletown and was buried there. 
Bryan was a figure almost unique for his time in that he was a 
great merchant with large foreign interests. He first appears in 
New England when he was one of the four agents “in behalf of 
the planters” who made the first purchase from the Indians on 
February 2, 1638/9, leading to the founding of Milford in the 
New Haven Colony. The first settlers moved from New Haven 
to the new settlement in February, 1639/40. Bryan was one of 
five to sign the deed of purchase and was agent for the town in 
later purchases made in October, 1660, and December, 166r. 

The records of the town before 1691 are missing but transcripts 
existing from them show that Bryan was an Ensign in the militia, 
supposedly of a company formed in 1640. and he was always 
known as Ensign from that time. He had large landed interests 
in Milford and also purchased on July 11, 1668, with his son. 
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Richard? Bryan, a tract of land known as Eaton’s Neck in Hunt- 
ington, Long Island. He was the owner of several ships and 
traded largely with England, the Azores, Virginia and as far east 
as Nova Scotia. It is said of him that “for many years his credit 
stood so high that his notes passed as current in Boston as bank 
notes do anywhere in our own time.” In 1650 he was granted 
land by Milford to build a warehouse and records show he had 
his own docks as early as 1653. The New Haven Colony let out 
to him in 1658-1659 the customs and excise of Milford and in 
1660 that for the entire colony. On April 20, 1665, in the first 
session of the General Assembly after the union of the Connecticut 
and New Haven Colonies, he was nominated as Governor’s 
Assistant, and was twice later nominated without being elected. 
He was nominated for the fourth time in October, 1667, and 
elected in May, 1668, serving until May, 1678. In July, 1665, he 
was on a committee to take action to protect the colony from the 
Dutch; in 1666 and 1667 he was Commissioner (Justice of the 
Peace); in 1675 one of a committee to determine which settlers 
should establish Derby ; and in 1675 was on a committee of supply 
for King Philip’s War, also serving as civil paymaster during that 
conflict. A son, by the first marriage, 


RicHARD? Bryan, the only known child, was born in England, 
at a date unknown, and came over with his parents. He married 
before November 16, 1649, Mary? Pantry (see Pantry). She 
was admitted to the Milford church on May 14, 1654. He mar- 
ried, secondly, on July 15, 1679, Mercy Wilmot, who was born 
February 16, 1646. He married, thirdly, Elizabeth, widow of 
Richard Hollingsworth. He died in 1689, the inventory of his 
estate being taken on July 17th of that year. He was a merchant 
and dealer in lands in Milford, Stratford, Middlebury and else- 
where. In 1655 he was authorized to keep an “ordinary” (inn) 
and also to build a warehouse. In 1668, as mentioned above, he 
bought with his father land at Huntington, Long Island. He 
added to this property in 1684 and under date of August 23, 1686, 
Governor Dongan of the Province of New York granted to him 
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and to his son, Alexander®, a patent as Lords of the Lordship and 
Manor of Eaton in the County of Suffolk. This estate consisted 
of fifteen hundred acres with buildings and the Bryans were 
authorized to establish their own judicial system by erecting “one 
courte Leete and one courte Barron.” Thus they had rights of 
life and death over their tenants but the manorial rights were 
apparently never fully exercised. The son, Alexander*, sold the 
manor in September, 1711, for £1650. Richard? was commis- 
sioned as a commissioner (Justice of the Peace) for Milford in 
1689. <A daughter, by the first marriage, 


Mary® Bryan, baptized May 21, 1654. Married three times. 
First to Jounw Matrsy on February 28, 1666/7 (see Mattsy). 
Secondly, in 1677 or 1678 to JosEPH Taytor; and thirdly, on 
January 30, 1689, to Joun Howe tt.

BURGER 


BurceEr? Jorisz was the founder of this family, his name mean- 
ing merely “Citizen George,’ and his children by using the 
patronymic Burgers (son or daughter of Burger) brought about 
the recognition of Burger as the surname of the family. He was 
a native of Hirschberg in Silesia and first appeared in New 
Netherland in 1637. The colony of Rensselaerswyck secured his 
services that year, his contract stating that it had been “decided 
to turn the iron and coal and all the tools over to Burger Jorisen 
Smit (the Smith) at 50% advance in price, and to let him do the 
work at the rates paid by freemen at the Manhatans (Manhattan 
Island).” On August 18, 1639, he closed his account with the 
government of Rensselaerswyck and mioved to Manhattan Island, 
where, on December 18, 1639, in the Dutch Church, he married 
EnceLTJE Mans from Sweden. On September 19th of the same 
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year he became the official “farrier” (blacksmith) of the West 
India Company, receiving from Director General Kieft the use of 
anvil, bellows and forge. He evidently entered trade later and 
owned a sloop which went between Fort Orange (Albany) and 
New Amsterdam. He owned “eleven rods (of land) on the road 
to the ferry” in 1643, and that same year bought thirty morgens 
(about sixty-three acres) on Canapauka Creek, the Mespath Kil, 
later called “Dutch Kills,” at Newtown, Long Island, and there he 
built in 1654 a tide-water mill on the creek long after known as 
Burger Kills. In 1644 he owned a house, garden and brewery 
in New Amsterdam and in 1646 is known to have lived on the 
north-east corner of the present Hanover Square. He was com- 
missioned Ensign in the militia in 1649. When, in 1653, the 
citizens were called on to subscribe toward building additional 
fortifications, an attack by the English being anticipated, he sub- 
scribed one hundred of the 6,000 guilders necessary. On January 
28, 1658, he was one of the few “old and suitable persons” granted 
the Great Burgher right. In 1661 he was nominated for the town 
office of Schepen but defeated, two votes to eight. He probably 
died in 1671 as his wife administered his estate under letters 
granted April 25th of that year. Among his ten children, a 
daughter, 


LyssetH? Burcer(s), baptized in New Amsterdam May 18, 
1659; died before 1686. Married in New York City May 
12, 1681, TyMEN*? FranszEN Van Dyck, baptized in New

Savage speaking of his wife says: “A tradition 
is preserved that the mother of these children ‘was laid out for 
dead in England, put into the coffin, but signs of life appeared, 
at her funeral she recovered, came to New England, settled at 
Springfield, and here had nineteen children.’ What degree of 
credit may be yielded to this account quoted from Dr. Stiles, who 
was very benign in hearing such chronicles, may well be asked, 
but the answer will probably depend on the spirit, education and 
habits of the respondent.”

CANFIELD 


TuHomas' CANFIELD, born in England; died in Milford, Con- 
necticut, betwen February 23, 1687/8 and August 22, 1689. He 
married PHoEBE CRANE of Wethersfield, probably before 1650. 
Nothing more is known of her. He is first mentioned on Decem- 
ber 31, 1646, when a house lot and two acres of meadow are 
granted him at Milford. He may have been in Wethersfield or 
Milford before that time. Admission to the Milford Church 
came to him on March 1, 1656. On May 13, 1669, he was con- 
firmed sergeant of the Milford train band. He was a Deputy to 
the General Court in 1673, 1674, and 1676, and a freeman as 
early as 1669. His surname is spelled variously, the more usual 
forms being Canfield, Camfield, Campfield and Camphield. A

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GEORGE CLARK 


GeorGE! Ciark, usually referred to as “Deacon,” to distinguish 
him from another man of the same name in Milford, New Haven 
Colony, was among the founders of that town in 1639. He 
emigrated to New England in 1637 with his wife and two children, 
being members of the congregation of Rev. John Davenport. 
After one year at Boston, he settled in New Haven Colony, and 
went to Milford in 1639. There he died in 1690. ‘He was a 
planter of considerable property and influence.” He was a Deputy 
from Milford to the General Court at New Haven in 1664; and 
to the Connecticut General Court in 1665, 1666, 1668, 1669, 1672- 
1676. There was another man of the same name among the first 
settlers of Milford and there is some confusion over them. A 
son, 


Tuomas? CLarK, of whose birth no date is known; died in 
Milford on October 23, 1719, aged 82 years. He married May 
20, 1663, HANNAH? GIBBARD, baptized October 31, 1641, in New 
Haven (see GipBARD). He was a deacon in the church and a 
carpenter by trade. A son, 


JoserH® Ciark, probably born in Milford; died there February 
9, 1758, aged 81 years, less twenty days. He married Mary® 
Pratt, born November 13, 1675, who died in Milford on October 
28, 1755, also aged 81 years, less twenty days, according to her 
gravestone, but not exactly according to her date of birth as given 
here (see Pratr). He, like father and grandfather, was a 
deacon in the Milford Church. A daughter, 


Mary* Crark, born in March, 1704, in Milford; died on Sep- 
tember 9, 1766. Married JosEpH* SanForRD, who was born in 
Milford on July 5, 1701; died in Litchfield, Connecticut, on 
September 9, 1754 (see THOMAS SANFORD).

SAMUEL CLARK 


SAMUEL’ CLarK first appeared in Southampton, Long Island, 
records when he served on a jury in 1654 and again in 1657. He 
had a wife, SUSANNA, surname lost, and he died between May and 
July, 1679. Little can be said of him because, while the South- 
ampton records often mention Samuel Clark, there was another 
man of the same name in the town at the same time and it is 
impossible to determine to which Clark the entries refer. A

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CODDINGTON 


Wiiiam! CoppinGTon was born in 1601, probably in Boston, 
Lincolnshire, England, as he seems to have lived there until 1630. 
He was admitted as a freeman at Boston on September 24, 1625, 
paying five pounds for the privilege, and being entered on the 
records with the title of “Mr.,” then a mark of respect. He 
married in England his first wife, Mary Moseley, daughter of 
Richard Moseley of Ouseden, Suffolkshire. Two children were 
born to them in Boston but both died shortly after birth. Mary 
died in New England in 1630. He married secondly, while on a 
trip to England in 1631-1632, one Mary, surname lost, who died 
in 1647. On another trip to England, made in 1649, he married 
for the third time, his wife being ANN Brintey, daughter of 
Thomas and Anna (Wase) Brinley. She was born at Datchet, 
Buckinghamshire, in 1628, and died in Rhode Island, May 9, 1708, 
aged eighty. He died November 1, 1678, in Newport, Rhode 
Island. Witlliamt Coddington was appointed an Assistant of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony in 1629, before leaving England, the 
beginning of a long official career. He sailed from Southampton 
March 22, 1630, on the “Arabella,” the ship’s company also includ- 
ing Governor John Winthrop and Deputy Governor Thomas 
Dudley. It was April 8th before the “Arabella” could get free 
of England because of storms, and Salem, Massachusetts, was 
probably not reached until June. 

Coddington returned to England in the spring of 1631 and was 
not back in Boston until 1633, when he resumed his office as 
Assistant, serving until 1637. He was an enterprising and suc- 
cessful merchant and is reported by tradition as building the first 
brick house in Boston. He served as Treasurer of the Colony 
from 1634 to 1636; and in 1635 was on the committee of military 
affairs and in 1636 appointed “to keep particular court.” He 
supported Sir Henry Vane in his contest in 1637 against Winthrop 
and lost his office as Assistant but was immediately elected as 
Deputy from Boston (1637). The same year came the trial of 





Governor William Coddington 
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Anne Hutchinson (see Hutrcuinson) and Coddington was the 
only Magistrate to lend her any sympathy or aid. “The Life of 
Anne Hutchinson” by Ellis says of him: 


“He was a man of great influence which he deserved by true worth. 
His occasional expressions during the trial looked all along to a wise 
indulgence and charity. He questioned the policy and justice of the 
proceedings. His firm stand is the more remarkable as he had more 
to lose than any of the others on account of his popularity, wealth, and 
prominence, and he would have been Governor of the Colony but for 
this.” 


He not only lost all chance of further political preferment in 
Massachusetts Bay but he was given to understand that he must 
leave the Colony. With his adherents, especially William’ Hut- 
chinson and John Clarke, he considered settling on Delaware Bay 
or Long Island and started overland across Cape Cod to meet their 
ship. This trip led to the discovery of the advantages of Narra- 
gansett Bay and, encouraged by Roger Williams, they established 
themselves on the Island of Aquidneck (now in Rhode Island), 
buying it from the sachems of the Narragansett Indians, the price 
being “forty fathoms of white peag” with an additional payment 
of ten coats and twenty hoes to insure that the Indians abandoned 
their occupancy. 

Coddington was elected as “judge,” the name given to the chief 
magistrate, on March 7, 1638, the day the compact for the govern- 
ment of the new colony was signed by the founders. The first 
settlement was at Pocasset, afterwards named Portsmouth, but 
early in 1639 the seat of the government was moved to Newport, 
a town which Coddington may be said to have personally founded, 
although there were eight other heads of families with him as 
signers of the compact for government. He became at once 
Judge of Newport while William’ Hutchinson (see HutcHrInson ) 
was chosen as Judge of Portsmouth. The two towns united in 
1640 under one officer, now called “Governor,” and Coddington 
was the first to hold the office, being elected March 12, 1640, and 


serving until 1647. A charter was granted by the English Parlia- 
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ment on March 14, 1644, to the “Providence Plantations in Narra- 
gansett Bay in New England.” Coddington became one of the 
four Assistants in 1647 and in 1648 and 1649 served as “Presi- 
dent,” the head of the colony. He made a visit to England in 
1649 and secured a commission dated April 3, 1651, making him 
Governor for life, bat the feeling in some parts of Rhode Island 
was very strong against this action and several towns declined to 
admit his authority. Roger Williams and another went to the 
mother country and in 1652 secured the revocation of Codding- 
ton’s commission. He was not yet out of public life, however, 
as in 1656 he was elected commissioner and served until 1663 and 
appears as one of the founders named in the royal charter of 1663, 
incorporating the “Colony of Rhode Island and Providence Plan- 
tations.” In 1666 he became Deputy, in 1666 and the following 
year an Assistant; Deputy Governor in 1673, and in May, 1674, 
at an advanced age was elected Governor, serving also the next 
year, when King Philip’s War opened. Coddington had become 
a devout Friend or Quaker before this and disapproved of the 
war, losing office in 1676. In 1678 he was re-elected and died in 
office. 

He owned a farm of about 750 acres at Newpert and was very 
successful in its management. He also engaged with considerable 
success in shipping between Newport and the Barbadoes and other 
points. 

Among his children by his third wife, a daughter, 


Mary’® Coppincton, born May 16, 1654, in Newport; died 
March, 1693. Married December 1, 1674, Perec? Sanrorp, born

Danzet* Cote was born in England in or about 1615 and was 
early at Yarmouth and Duxbury, Massachusetts, having land at 
the second place in 1640. He was a tailor by trade. In 1642 he 
was at Marshfield, where he had the freeman’s right on June 4, 
1645. He was at Eastham in 1649 and remained there the rest 
of his life. There he was the town’s first clerk and was Deputy 
to the General Court at Plymouth in 1654, 1666, 1667, 1668, 1660, 
1670 and 1672. He was a selectman in 1668, 1671, 1672, and 
1674. The privilege of selling wine, carefully guarded then, was 
granted him. He died on November 20, 1694, at Eastham, aged 
79 years. His wife, Rurm Cuester, died at Eastham on 
December 16, 1694, aged 67. A son, 


Wittr1am? Core, born September 15, 1663, married on Decem- 
ber 2, 1686, at Eastham, Hannaw® Snow (see Snow).

Witiram’ CoLtins was an early resident of New Haven, Con- 
necticut, probably in that part known as Fair Haven. He died 
there in 1716. On January 1, 1667, he married Sarah, daughter 
of Henry and Blanche Morell.

SarAH” CoLLins, was born on December 31, 1679, in New 
Haven, and died in East Haven on March 31, 1743. She married 
on August 20, 1700, in New Haven, Henry* Luppineton, born 
in 1679; died in 1727 (see LupineTon).

COMSTOCK 


Wititam’? ComsTock, who is said to have come from Wales, 
apparently came to New England about 1637 with his wife Et1za- 
BETH, surname unknown, and several children. He was for a 
brief time at Weymouth, Massachusetts, but soon removed to 
Wethersfield, Connecticut, where he owned land as early as 1641. 
He enlisted from Wethersfield for service in the Pequot War of 
1637. He staid in Wethersfield and Hartford for a few years but 
in 1649 was in New London, Connecticut, where he took up a 
house lot the next year. His home in New London was on Post 
Hill near the north corner of Williams and Vauxhall Streets and 
he apparently died there about 1663 at an advanced age. Late in 
life, on February 25, 1661/2, the following record appears of him: 





John Sanford Salcus 
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“Old Goodman Comstock (was elected sexton) to order youth in the 
meeting house, and beat out dogs, at forty shillings a year, dig all graves 
and have 4 shillings for a grave for a man or woman and 2 shillings for 
children.” 


He had a son, 


Joun? Comstock, who was born in England about 1627 and 
came to this country when about ten years old, accompanying his 
parents. He is first mentioned as an apprentice of Henry Russell 
of Weymouth, this being in 1639. He appears in 1645 as a pro- 
prietor of Lyme, Connecticut, then known as East Saybrook. 
Here he remained the rest of his life, dying about 1680. He 
married in Lyme about 1660-1661, ABIGAIL, surname lost, who 
married a second time on January 18, 1680/1, Moses Huntley of 
Lyme. Comstock was in February, 1665/6 appointed one of a 
committee of six to divide the town of Saybrook, setting off the 
town of Lyme. A son, 


Wittr1am® Comstock, was born at Lyme January 9, 1669, and 
died at Lyme March 15, 1728. He married at Lyme on Septem- 
ber 10, 1695, Naomr® Nites, the date of whose birth is unknown 
and likewise that of her death, other than that she died before 
February 10, 1761, when her will was probated (see Nites). He 
was a boy when his father died and in 1683 was bound out as an 
apprentice to John Lay, the agreement to run until he reached the 
age of twenty-one or had married.

Tuomas? Crosspy was born in Holme-on-Spalding-Moor about 
1575. He married there on October 19, 1600, JANE SoTHERON, 
who was baptized on March 4, 1581. The ancestry of Thomas 
is known back to John Crosby, who was born about 1440 and died 
in 1502. Thomas arrived in New England before 1640, but later 
than the coming of his son. He died in May, 1661, and his wife 
died in Rowley in 1662.

After- 
wards he was a merchant and died on a visit to Boston on June 
13, 1702. His home was then in Harwich, Massachusetts. His 
wife was named SaraB, but her surname is Jost.

Joun* Crossy, was born at Harwich, on December 4, 1670. 
He and his wife, Hannan (surname lost), lived in that part of 
Harwich now known as Brewster. His twin brother, Thomas,‘ 
died in February, 1671, but John certainly lived.

Tuomas? Dreste, an early settler of Dorchester, Massachusetts, 
may have been a son of Robert Dibble (or Deeble) who appeared 
in the same community as early as 1634 and as late as 1652. 
Thomas was born about 1613 and died October 17, 1700, at 
Windsor, Connecticut. The name of his first wife is not known 
but she died at Windsor on May 14, 1681. He married, secondly, 
June 25, 1683, Erizapetu, widow of Robert Hinsdale.

Joun* Doane reached Plymouth Colony by 1630. He died at 
Eastham, Massachusetts, February 21, 1686, at a great age, said 
by tradition to have been 110 but probably about 95. In 1633 he 
was elected an Assistant to the Governor of Plymouth Colony but 
on January 2, 1633/4 (1634) asked to be relieved of office as he 
had been chosen deacon in the church and apparently believed that 
civil and religious offices should not be held together.

Wiir1amM? DuNGAN was a perfumer in London, Middlesex 
County, England, living in St. Martin’s in the Fields. He died 
there in 1636, never coming to this country, although his descend- 
ants here are numerous, as his widow brought her four children, 
a son and three daughters, to New England. She was Frances 
LatHam, the widow of Lord Weston, when she married Dungan.

DUYCKING 


Evert! Duycxine came from Borken in North Brabant, 
Holland, about 1638, being in the service of the Dutch West India 
Company. He married September 9, 1646, in New Amsierdam, 
HENDRICKJE Simons from Noordthorn, Holland. He probably 
died in 1702 as his wife is mentioned as a widow in 1703. In. 
1640 he was one of the Dutch garrison at Fort Good Hope, the 
most eastern Dutch post, on the Connecticut River, near the 
present city of Hartford. On April 25th of that year he was 
sowiig grain when an English soldier struck “a hole in his head 
with a stick, soe that the blood ran downe very strongly.” The 
English were then disputing the Dutch rights in this territory. 
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Another account says he was struck on the arm with a club and on 
the head “with an adze stuck in a long handle.” The attack on 
him was made a matter of official report and apparently caused 
much indignation among the Dutch. Evert in 1643 had a plot of 
ground behind the Company’s meadow ground in New Amster- 
dam. He also owned land on Prince Street and elsewhere and 
lived on Hoogh Straet (Stone Street). On April 14, 1657, he 
had the Small Burgher right. In 1654 he appears in court as 
suing for rent which he recovered. He is mentioned as a limner 
(portrait painter), glazier and a burner of glass. In September, 
1664, he signed the Remonstrance of the citizens of New Nether- 
land addressed to the Director General. In October of that same 
year he swore allegiance to the new English government. He was 
a fire warden between 1665 and 1673 and a corporal in the 
Burgher Guard in 1673. His estate was valued in March, 1674, 
at 1,600 florins. A daughter, 


AgLtye” DuycxiNne (second daughter of the name), was bap- 
tized in New Amsterdam on September 23, 1657; she died about 
1683, as she had a child born in 1682 and in 1684 her husband 
married, secondly, Elizabeth Hegemans. The husband was 
Toxpras* TEN Eycx, baptized in New Amsterdam on January 26, 
1653.

Eno, a name also spelled as Enno and Enos, arrived at 
Windsor, Connecticut, in 1648, and died there July 1, 1682. He 
first married on August 18, 1648, ANNA BmwELL, who may have 
been a widow or daughter of Richard’ Bidwell of Windsor.

Dirck’ EvERTSEN came from Amersfoort in March, 1663, on 
the “Rosetree” with his wife and three children, aged seven, three, 
and one.

In 1670 and 1674 he appears in court actions and in 1674 he is 
referred to as a bargeman. At this time he is given the surname 
Finyd, which also appears in the carcless spelling of Duich clerks 
as Fluyt and Sluyt.

NaTHANIEL' Foore was born in England about 1591-1593; died 
in 1644. Married about 1615, in England, Erizasetn'? Demine, 
a sister of John’ Deming. She was born in 1595 and died on July 
28, 1683. After the death of Foote she married Governor 
Thomas Welles of the Connecticut Colony. Nathaniel? Fooie 
arrived from England with his wife and children before Septem- 
ber 3, 1634, when he was admitted freeman at Watertown. He 
moved to Wethersfield in 1636, being one of the first ten settlers 
there and the largest landholder among them. He received ten 
acres first and gradually increased his holdings to 400 acres. He 
represented Wethersfield in the General Court in 1641, 1642, and 
1644. In May, 1637, at the time of the Pequot War, he was 
ordered te provide pork in the following language: “Ordered yt 
that there shalbe 1 hogg prvided att Wythersfeild for the design 
in hand, wch is conceived to be Nathaniel Footes.” A son, 
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RoserT’ Foote, born in England about 1629, came over with his 
parents. He was at Wethersfield, where he was a freeman in 
1657, next at New Haven, and finally at Branford. He married 
in 1659 SaRAH, said to be a daughter of William’ Potter of New 
Haven. After his death in 1681 she married in 1686 Aaron 
Blachley. Foote was a-Lieutenant in the train band. A daughter, 


SaraH® Foote, born February 12, 1662. Married August 13, 
1682, Isaac Curtis, born at Dorchester on June 17, 1658, died at 
Wallingford, Connecticut, on July 15, 1712. She married, sec- 
ondly, on August 9, 1714, Nathaniel How, Senior (see Curtis).

FREEMAN 


EpmMuUNpD' FREEMAN came in the ship “Abigail” in 1635, 
aged forty-five, and appears that year at Lynn, Plymouth Colony. 
He died at Sandwich in that Colony in 1682, his will being made 
June 2ist of that year and proved November 2d. His wife was 
named ELizaBETH, surname unknown, and it is not known 
whether or not she accompanied him to New England. She died 
February 14, 1676, aged seventy-six. He first appears at Lynn, 
as noted, and the town records state that he presented to the 
community twenty corsletts or pieces of plate armor. He was 
somewhat later at Plymouth, being admitted freeman there, 
January 2, 1637. He was also at Duxbury for a short time, but 
on April 3, 1637, was one of ten men authorized to found a new 
settlement, which led to the new town of Saugus, now Sandwich. 
He was an Assistant to the Governor from Sandwich from 1640 
to 1645; member of the Council of War in 1642 and 1647; and 
Deputy in 1646. He was the largest landholder of the earliest 
settlers of Sandwich and held judicial office there. A son, 


Joun? Freeman, born in England, about 1627; died in 
Eastham, Massachusetts, on October 28, 1719, aged ninety-two. 
He married on February 13, 1649/50, Mercy? Prence, who was 
born in Plymouth, date uncertain; died on September 28, 1711, 
aged eighty years (see Prence). He first lived at Sandwich 
but became one of the earliest settlers of Eastham and remained 
there until his death. He was a Jandholder there to a considerable 
extent. His military and civil services were important. He was 
an Ensign at Eastham in 1653 and at Waltham in 1654. In 1659

GARDINER 


GrorGe? GARDINER was an early settler at Newport, R. I., being 
admitted in 1638 as an inhabitant of the island of Aquidneck and 
in 1640 having fifty-eight acres there. According to a family 
record made by a descendant in a bible in 1790, he was a son of 
Joseph Gardiner (1601-1679), the youngest son of Sir Thomas 
Gardiner, Knight, but this story may not be entirely accurate. 
George? was a freeman on March 16, 1641; in 1642 was Con- 
stable and Senior Sergearit of the Court; in 1644 was Ensign; 
and in 1662 was Commissioner. His wife was a rather conspic- 
uous figure in the Colony. According to her story in court she 
was born Horop! (or Heropras) Lona and after the death of her 
father in England she was married in London to John Hicks, she 
then being between thirteen and fourteen years old. She came 
over with Hicks and lived at Weymouth for a little more than two 
years when, in 1640, they moved to Rhode Island. Hicks shortly 
afterwards deserted her, taking most of her estate and going to 
New Amsterdam. She stated that her estate came from her mother 
who, with her brother, “lost their lives and estate in His Majesty’s 
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service.’ After the desertion she married George’ Gardiner, the 
two merely declaring themselves husband and wife in the presence 
of witnesses. In 1665, having lived with Gardiner about eighteen 
or twenty years, she came into court with her story and asked that 
she be allowed her separate estate, including a house, and be per- 
mitted to live by herself. In 1658 this woman “came a sore jour- 
ney and (according to man) hardly accomplishable” through the 
wilderness from Rhode Island to Weymouth to give “religious 
testimony.” She carried a child at her breast throughout this 
courageous trip. She was taken to Boston, arraigned before 
Governor Endicott, and sentenced to be whipped. After ten 
lashes with a three-fold knotted whip of cords she was kept in 
prison fourteen days. It is recorded that “after the savage, 
inhuman and bloody execution upon her,” she “kneeled down and 
prayed the Lord to forgive” her judges. A daughter of George’ 
and Horod,

GERRITSEN 


Lugpert? GERRITSEN came from Wesel and was early in New 
Netherland. For a time he lived at Gravesend, Long Island, but 
had moved to Harlem by 1661, when he bought the house and 
land of Matthys Boon, who then left the town. Lubbert'’s first 
wife was Grietje Dircxs, who was the mother of all his children. 
After her death, he married, secondly, in 1669 Femmetie Coen- 
raets, from Groningen, the widow of Hendrick Karstens. On 
June 28, 1669, the two made contracts to protect their respective 
children and their marriage bans were published on July 7th. 
Lubbert! chose as guardians to care for his children’s inheritances 
Jan Gerritsen de Vries from Workum and Adrian Dircksen Coen 
from Maasen in Utrecht. Riker surmises that the first was his 
brother and the second the brother of his first wife. He died in 
Harlem on November 21, 1673. In 1662, the year after his 
arrival in Harlem, he was granted twenty-four morgen of land.

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War in 1663, when Harlem was much alarmed, he was chosen 
adelborst (cadet), the third officer of one of the two Harlem 
military companies. One pound of powder was issued to him 
then. In 1667 he owned two oxen and five cows. In 1670 he 
was one of four agents of the Harlem housekeepers and farmers 
to confer with the Court in reference to the marks to be used for 
horses and cattle. In 1673 he is listed as under sixty years. That 
same year he was a member of the Night Watch, the time being 
one of alarm. The year before he died he was Overseer of the 
Poor. <A daughter by his first wife,

GRANT 


MattTHeEw! Grant was born in England on October 27, 1601; 
died in Windsor, Connecticut, on December 16, 1681. He mar- 
ried, first, Prrscitta, surname lost, on November 16, 1625. She 
died April 27, 1644, aged 43, and he married, secondly, May 29, 
1645, Susanna Rockwell, born April 5, 1602; died at Windsor, 
November 13, 1666. Matthew is supposed to have come over on 
the “Mary and John,” which sailed from Plymouth, England, on 
March 20, 1629/30, and arrived at Nantasket (later Hull) on the 
following May 30th. The captain refused to carry the passengers 
into the Charles River, as agreed, but put them ashore at Nan- 
tasket. Certainly Grant was in Massachusetts before May, 1631, 
as he was admitted freeman on the 18th of that month. On April 
3, 1633, he had two cows and was under agreement to build forty 
feet of fence. In 1642 he sold three acres of land in Dorchester. 
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In the summer of 1635 he became one of the founders of Windsor, 
Connecticut, although he returned to Dorchester for the winter of 
1635-1636. He owned much land in Windsor, including three 
miles on the river. He was appointed on the jury of the Par- 
ticular Court on March 5, 1644/5 and served on that jury and the 
County Court Jury until 1668. In 1651 he was on a committee 
of three to designate the town line between Hartford and 
Windsor. He was also Commissioner (Justice of the Peace) that 
year and served until 1654. In 1652 he was Town Clerk and was 
Selectman 1652-1662, 1667, 1669, 1671, 1672, and 1677. On May 
19, 1640, his mother died in Windsor, although nothing further 
is known of her. He and several of his family contributed 
largely to relieve distress during King Philip’s War in 1676. 
Grant was a farmer and land surveyor and gave much time to 
town offices as appears above. A daughter,

Joun* Grirrin first appears at Windsor, Connecticut, in 1646, 
and on May 13, 1647, married there ANNa? Bancroft (see Ban-

own any land there and probably did not own a house there. He 
began the manufacture of tar in 1648 but his plant was burned

Jasper? GriFFInc was born in 1648, in Wales, according to the 
accepted tradition. He first appears in this country in Essex 
County, Massachusetts, in 1670, when his age is given as 21.

About 1675 he settled at Southold, 
Long Island, and remained there until his death on April 7 or 17, 
1718, aged seventy. His wife was HANNAH, surname lost, who 
is recorded as of “Manchester, N. E.” She was born in 1653, 
and died in Southold on April 20, 1699. He was commissioned 
Lieutenant in the militia at Southold in 1693 and later was a

GRISWOLD 


MATTHEW* GRISWOLD was a son of George Griswold of Kenil- 
worth, England, and was born about 1620, in Kenilworth. He 
died at Lyme, Connecticut, on September 27, 1698, aged seventy- 
eight. He married at Windsor, Connecticut, on October 16, 1646, 
Anna? Wo tcott, born about 1620 in England (see Wotcotr). 
She died in Windsor in 1700. Matthew arrived about 1639 with 
his brother Edward and settled at Windsor. About 1646 he went 
to Saybrook as agent for Governor Fenwick and took up his 
residence there shortly afterwards. In 1650 he is found living on 
the “East Side” of Saybrook in what is now Lyme. He was 
Deputy from Saybrook in 1654 and that same year served on a 
boundary commission with Major Mason. In 1667 and 1668 he 
was Deputy from Lyme; in 1669 was Commissioner; and in 1677 
was Lieutenant in the local militia. He was accorded the prefix 
of “Mr.,” indicating special dignity. In 1681 he received one 
hundred acres from the General Court. Throughout his life he 
owned a house in Kenilworth, England, which his relatives occu- 
pied. He had the largest estate of any of the first settlers of 
Lyme. A son,

HINMAN 


Epwarp' Hinman, the date of whose birth is unknown, died 
on November 26, 1681, probably in Stratford, Connecticut. He 
married HANNAH? STILEs, probably in 1651 or 1652 (see STILEs). 
The date of his arrival in this country is uncertain, his first 
appearance being in Stratford in 1650/1. There is a tradition in 
the family going back many generations, stating that he had been 
a sergeant-at-arms in the body-guard of Charles I. He was cer- 
tainly always referred to by his contemporaries as “sergeant.” 
He served under Captain John Underhill in fighting the Indians 
under a commission from the Director General Peter Stuyvesant, 
and it appears that when Underhill disbanded his company at 
Stamford that Hinman went to Stratford and continued to reside 
there. About 1651/2 he had a house-lot in Stratford and in 1654 
had a grant of meadow land. In 1664 twenty-two acres in one 
lot and eight in another were given him, and his name appears in - 
other land transactions. He was a farmer and also the owner of 
a tide-mill between Stratford and the present Bridgeport. A son,

STEPHEN? HopkKINs was a passenger on the “Mayflower” in her 
historic voyage of 1620. He was a signer of the Mayflower 
Compact. Nothing is known of his birth or origin. He had 
married in England a first wife whose name is lost. She was the 
mother of the two children, Gyles? and Constance”, brought on the 
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“Mayflower.” He had married, secondly, in 1618, or earlier, 
Elizabeth, who came over with him.

GeorGe! Hussarp was probably first in Watertown, Massa- 
chusetts, but appeared in Wethersfield, Connecticut, in 1636. He 
was a Representative from Wethersfield to the General Assembly 
of Connecticut in 1638 and for several years following.

HUMPHREY 


Micuart! HumpnHrey, said to be a son of Samuel and Susanna 
( ) Humphrey, the name also being spelled as Humphries and 
Umfreys, of Lyme Regis, County Dorset, England, is said to 
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have first appeared in New England at Dorchester, Massachusetts, 
but the first mention of him is on March 8, 1643, when he bought 
four acres of land at Windsor, Connecticut. About that time he 
began to engage in the manufacture of tar at the present Sims- 
bury, Connecticut, his associates being John' Griffin and another 
(see GrirFIn). On October 14, 1647, he married Priscria? 
Grant, who was born in England, on September 14, 1626 (see 
Grant). No date of death has been found for either. Michael 
did not receive the freeman’s right until May 21, 1657. In 1662 
he was engaged in trading with his brother who was in St. Malo, 
France. In 1664 he protested “as a member of the Church of 
England” against paying taxes for the support of the ministry in 
Windsor. In 1660 he had been appointed fence-viewer and in 
1666 was a member of the troop called the Windsor “Dragoons.” 
His military service was done at a time of alarm over war with 
the Dutch. He became one of the founders of Simsbury in 1669 
and in 1670 was elected a Deputy from that town. The inventory 
of his estate shows it was divided on March 19, 1695/6, which is 
the only date known to place the time of his death. A son, 


Joun? HumpuHrey, was born on June 7, 1650, in Windsor; 
died January 14, 1697/8, aged 47. He married Hannan? 
GriFFIN (see GRIFFIN), who was born July 4, 1649. He early 
settled at Simsbury with his parents and continued to reside there.

HUNT 


Enoca? Hunt came from Lee, a parish in Bucks, near 
Wendover, in England. He was at Weymouth, Massachusetts, 
in 1640, but perhaps he was the man of the same name who 
appeared at Newport in 1639. He was by trade a blacksmith but 
did not remain in this country long, returning to England, but 
leaving at least one of his children here. His estate in New 
England was administered by this son on November 18, 1652. 
Nothing is known of his wife. <A son, 


Eparaim? Hunt, the eldest son, born probably at Wendover 
in England, according to James Savage, was married to one 
Sarah Barker, of whom nothing more is known. He had a 
second wife, with the odd Christian name Esper or Essort, but 
whose surname is lost.

He died at Chil- 
mark, Martha’s Vineyard, on January 2d or 8th, 1727, aged 
“about 73.” His wife was JANE, surname lost. She died May 
7, 1720. Although probably born at Weymouth, he early moved 
to Dorchester and from there went to the new town of Chilmark, 
Mariha’s Vineyard. His purchase of land in Chilmark in 1697 
probably gives the approximate date of his removal there. He 
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seems to have been married and had several children before going 
to the Vineyard. There his life was uneventful so far as records 
show and his only public office was that of selectman, which he 
held for one year, 1705. His will was made March 13. 1721/2 
and proved April 5, 1727. His gravestone gives his date of death 
as January 2, 1726/7 but a contemporaneous diary has the entry 
under date of January 8th: “Last night before sundown Old 
William Hunt departed this life he was a man of good age, had 
been long fraile. He died suddenly none of his family knowing 
when he died.” A daughter,

HUTCHINSON 


WitiramM’ Hutcuinson was baptized in Alford, Lincolnshire, 
England, August 4, 1586. He was the son of Edward (c. 1564- 
1632) and Susanna (——-) Hutchinson and the grandson of John 
and Anne (Clinte) Hutchinson and the line has been found in 
Lincoln as far back as 1500, the details being published by 
Charles Phelps Noyes in his “Noyes-Gilman Ancestry,” who 
worked with the assistance of notes compiled for him by the 
eminent genealogist Colonel Joseph L. Chester. William’ died 
in Rhode Island, in 1642. By license dated August 9, 1612, he 
married in the Church of St. Mary Woolnoth, London, ANNE 
Marsury, daughter of Rev. Francis and Bridget (Dryden) 
Marbury. She was born in Grigsby, near Alford, about July 20, 
1591, and died in Eastchester, New York, a victim of an Indian 
massacre, in 1643. William? Hutchinson remained in Alford for 
some years, being a mercer, like his father, and serving as church- 
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warden in 1620. In 1634, when both were no longer young and 
had had fourteen children, they decided to follow their eldest son 
to New England and arrived in Boston on the “Griffin” September 
18, 1634. They were promptly admitted to the First Church of 
Boston and William? became a freeman on March 4, 1634/5, the 
same year (1635) being elected Deputy to the General Court. He 
was also Deputy, Selectman, and a magistrate in 1636. In Boston 
he owned a house and in the present Braintree a farm. 

His wife is known to history as the famous Anne Hutchinson 
of the heresy trials. The story is a long one but, briefly, it may 
be said that her difficulties originally arose from her custom of 
holding classes of women every Monday to talk over the sermons 
of the previous day. She in time evolved religious views of her 
own and freely criticised the opinions of the clergymen, whose 
influence in the state was very great. She was brought to trial 
in 1637 and treated with shocking inhumanity. Her punishment 
was forced recantation, followed by formal excommunication and 
banishment. The extreme language of the sentence as pro- 
nounced by a minister shows the spirit of the times: 

“Therefore in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ and in the name of the 
Church I do not only pronounce you worthy to be cast out, but I do cast 
you out, and in the name of Christ I do deliver you up to Satan that you 
may learn no more to blaspheme, to seduce, and to lie. And I do account 
you from this time forth to be a heathen and a publican, and so to be held 
of all the brethren and sisters of this congregation and of others. There- 
fore I command you in the name of Christ Jesus and of this church, as a 
leper, to withdraw from this congregation.” 


Sentence of disfranchisement and banishment were also passed on 
all the followers of the Hutchinson, or so-called Antinomian, 
heresy, and in the fall of 1637 the Hutchinsons, William* Cod- 
dington (see CoppiINGTon) and a group of others set off for a 
new home, settling on the island of Aquidneck, later Rhode 
Island, as appears more in detail in the account of the Coddington 
family. William? Hutchinson was therefore one of the founders 
of Pocasset (Portsmouth). Rhode Island. He was made Treas- 
urer of the new colony in 1638 and in 1639 and 1640 served as 
“Judge” or Governor. When William* Coddington became Gov- 
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ernor of the two united towns in 1640 Hutchinson was made his 
Assistant. He died in 1642. Meanwhile the authorities at 
Boston continued to try to persecute his wife and did succeed in 
imprisoning one of her sons. About this time the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony was attempting to take over the government of Rhode 
Island and this was probably the reason for Anne fleeing to the 
Dutch Colony of New Netherland. She had her children and 
several of her followers with her and they built a house in what 
is now Pelham Neck, in Pelham Bay Park, New York. This 
spot was unprotected and in August or September, 1643, the 
Indians attacked the household and killed most of the members, 
including Anne and at least eight of her children. The accounts 
of the massacre are conflicting and meagre at best but generally 
state that one daughter was taken captive and grew up with the 
Indians. Among the children of William and Anne, a daughter,

HYDE 


WiiiAM* Hype first appears in Hartford, Connecticut, being 
an original proprietor with lands there in 1636. He is said to 
have come to this country in 1633 and to have been a member of 
the company which went from Massachusetts to the Connecticut 
River in 1636 and 1637. He remained in Dariford as late as 
1640/1. He was Surveyor of Highways there in 1641. Shortly 
after this he went to Saybrook, Connecticut, and in 1660 became 
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an original proprietor of Norwich. He was a selectman at Nor- 
wich in 1674, and died there in 1681. The name of his wife has 
never been found. A son, 


SaMUEL? Hype, was born in Hartford about 1637. He married 
at Saybrook in June, 1659, Jane” Lez. He removed to Norwich 
with his father in 1660. There he died in 1677, aged 40. His 
widow married John Birchard and died in Lebanon on January 
21, 1722/3 (see LEE). Among their daughters,

KNOWLES 


Ricwarp! Know .es first appears in Plymouth Colony on 
January 2, 1637/8. The date of his birth is unknown and his 
death is uncertain, although probably between 1670 and 1675. 
On August 15, 1639, he married Ruta? Bower, date and place 
of birth and death being unknown (see Bower). His first 
appearance in Plymouth, on the date given, was in court, where 
he was charged with sailing his bark in on the Sabbath. There 
is no record to show that he lived in Plymouth Colony until his 
marriage. On January 7, 1638/9 he was granted a “garden 
place” on that side of Plymouth next to Duxbury. He seems to 
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have moved to Cambridge with his wife’s family but was later 
back at Plymouth. In 1643 he was on the list of men able to 
bear arms but there is no record of his service in an organized 
military company. He was by occupation a ship-captain and 
during the alarm over the war with the Dutch at New Amsterdam 
in 1653 his bark was pressed into service for transporting men 
or supplies. On May 13, 1654, he had a grant of land at the new 
town of Eastham and moved there. A son, 


SaMvEt? KNow.es, was born at Plymouth on September 17, 
1651, and died at Eastham on June 19, 1737. He married at 
Eastham in December, 1679, MErcy* Freeman, who was born 
at Eastham in July, 1659, and died there June 19, 1737 (see 
FREEMAN). He was prominent in Eastham and held many town 
offices, such as fence viewer, constable, petty juryman and select- 
man. He represented the town in the General Court in 1697 and 
later years. His will was dated June 1, 1732. A son, 


NATHANIEL? KNOWLES, was born May 15, 1686, at Eastham; 
died in 1732, probably at Provincetown. He married Mary* 
Hunt, date and place of birth unknown; died at Windham, 
Connecticut. on June 10, 1716 (see Hunr). He married, 
secondly, Elizabeth Bacon, and, thirdly, Beriah Smith. After 
his first marriage his father gave him a large tract of land in the 
new town of Windham, Connecticut, but he seems to have lost 
this or given it up and was in Branford in 1724. At Branford 
he tried to keep a store and was licensed as an innkeeper but was 
not successful. He seems to have moved to Provincetown, 
probably because his third wife had lived there. A daughter, by 
the first wife, 


Mary* Know tes, born in Windham in September, 1713; died 
April 16, 1759. Married at Branford on November 5, 1730, 
Wirt1am* Luppincron, born September 6, 1702. (See Lup-

Tuomas Lawton, date of birth unknown; died in 1681. The 
name of his first wife is lost. He married, secondly, Grace, 
widow of William Bailey, and daughter of Hugh Parsons. He 
was in Portsmouth, Rhode Island, as early as 1639. In 1655 he 
was a freeman; in 1655, 1656, 1658, 1662, Commissioner; and 
in 1666, Deputy. His son, by his first wife, 


Isaac? Lawton, was born on December 11, 1650, and died on 
January 25, 1732. He first married Mary Sisson, daughter of 
Richard Sisson. He married, secondly, ErizansetH TALLMAN, 
daughter of Peter? Tallman (see TALLMAN). This marriage was 
on March 3, 1674. She died on May 20, 1701, and he married 
again on October 11th of the same year, Naomi, widow of George 
Lawton, and daughter of Bartholomew Hunt. Isaac? Lawton 
was a freeman in 1676; on the Grand Jury in 1688; an Assistant 
to the Governor, 1690-1691 ; and Deputy, 1696, 1698, 1699, 1702, 
1704, 1705, 1706, 1708.

Saraw® Lawton, born October 25, 1676, died February 20, 
1731.

Joun! Lay emigrated from England about or before 1648, 
appearing that year in that part of the Saybrook, Connecticut, 
colony now in Lyme. He died at Lyme on January 18, 1674/5. 
The name of his first wife is unknown. His secord was uained 
Abigail. By his first wife, according to his will, was the son, 


Joun? Lay, who was probably born in England; died in Lyme, 
Connecticut, January 25, 1711/12. He first married one Sarah.

His widow went to Saybrook, Connecticut, where she lived for 
some years, probably until about 1647 as about that time she 
married, secondly, Greenfield Larrabee, and removed with him to 
Preston, Connecticut. She had a third husband, James Cornish, 
and died at Northampton on December 22, 1664. A daughter by 
her first husband, 


Jane? Lee, married in June, 1659, SamMuEL? Hype. He was 
born at Hartford about 1637 and died at Norwich, Connecticut, in 
1677. She then married JoHN BrircHarp, and she died in 
Lebanon, Connecticut, on January 21, 1722/3 (see Hype).

Wiit1am LocKE was a son of Matthew and Margaret

(Maister) Cole of St. Saviour’s, Southwark, Surrey. He lived 
at Merton and later at Wimbledon, never coming to America. His 
will, made June 10, 1661, was proved June 7, 1664. A daughter, 


Marcaret* Locke, first married at Clapham, Surrey, on 
August 8, 1654, Daniel Taylor of London. He died April, 1655, 
and she married, secondly, Francis‘ WittoucHsy (see WiL- 
LouGHBY). He died Apri! 3, 1671, and she married, for the third 
time, on February 8, 1674/5, in New England, Captain Lawrence 
Hammond. She died February 2, 1682/3.

LORD 


THomas' Lorp was born about 1585 in England, as his sailing 
papers show him to have been aged fifty in 1635. Little has been 
learned of his English connections. It has been said that he was 
a son of John Lord who received lands in Hartford, Connecticut, 
in 1639, but no proof of that exists, nor has it been established, 
as conjectured, that he came from Essexshire, England. The date 
and place of I his death are unknown. He married in England one 
Dororly? perhaps the daughter of WitierrBuitetey. She died 
in 1675, aged eighty-six years. All his children were born in 
England and his eldest son, Richard’, was the first to come to 
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New England, arriving in 1632. The parents and seven other 
children sailed on the “Elizabeth and Ann” in 1635. They went 
first to Newtowne (later Cambridge), where Richard had estab- 
lished himself, but in 1636 the whole family accompanied Rev. 
Thomas Hooker on his way through the wilderness to found the 
new settlement on the Connecticut River to be known as Hartford. 
Thomas’? and Richard? Lord appear as among the founders of 
that city. There the father was a merchant and mill-owner. A 
son, 


Wittram? Lorp, born in England, was twelve years old on the 
sailing list of 1635. He died at Saybrook, Connecticut, May 17, 
1678. He seems to have married about 1642 while at Hartford 
but the name of his wife has been lost. She died at Saybrook 
and he married, secondly, in 1664, Lydia Brown of Rehoboth, 
Massachusetts. About 1645 he probably went to Saybrook, being 
certainly there at the division of lands in 1648, and remaining the 
rest of his life. He served as a Deputy from Saybrook. In 1669 
an Indian, Chapeto, a kinsman of Uncas, gave him a tract of land 
eight miles square, within or adjacent to the town of Lyme, 
including practically all of the present township of Salem. His 
heirs sold the land to the town of Lyme which later had difficulties 
with Uncas over the boundaries. A son, 


RicHarp*® Lorp, was born in May, 1647; died at Lyme, August 
20,1727. Married in 1682, ErizasetH* Hype, born in Saybrook, 
August, 1660, died July 23, 1736 (see Hype). He removed from 
Saybrook to Lyme after his father’s death and appears as a land- 
holder there in 1680. In 1675 he served in King Philip’s War, 
for which he received in 1701 a part of the lands set aside for 
the veterans in Voluntown, Connecticut, by the General Assembly. 
In 1703 he was commissioned Ensign of the Lyme Train Band 
and was promoted to Lieutenant in 1708, under which rank he 
commanded the New London Company in Queen Anne’s War. 
In 1765 he was appointed Justice of the Peace and Quorum and 
in 1706 made a judge. Before his death he deeded more than a 
thousand acres of land to his sons. A son, 
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Ricuarp‘ Lorp, was born at Lyme in 1690; died August 26, 
1776, at Lyme. Married July 11, 1720, Ertzapetu* Lynpe, born 
December 2, 1694, died June 22, 1778 (see LyNpE). He was heir 
to a large estate and his wife was the daughter of a very wealthy 
and prominent man, consequently he lived in a handsome way in 
a large house with many slaves, and did much entertaining. His 
first entrance into public life came with his election as Deputy 
from Lyme in 1729, an office he continued to hold for some years. 
In 1731 he was made a Justice of the Peace and in 1740 raised 
to Justice of the Peace and Quorum. In the church he was a 
deacon. His gravestone in the Duck River burying-ground in 
Lyme reads: 

“This Monument Sacred to the Memory of 
Richard Lord Esq. who in Life was an eminent 
Example of Piety and Public Spirit, and after 
Sustaining the offices of Dea™, Justice of ye Peace, 


and Judge of the Quorum, for many years, departed 
this Life in peace August 26th A.D. 1776, aged 86 years.” 


A son, 


Enocu? Lorn, was born at Lyme December 15, 1725; died there 
February 16, 1814, aged 88. He married March 31, 1748, Hep- 
ZIBAH® Marvin, born at Lyme March 11 or 22, 1730/1, died there 
October 19, 1813, aged 83 (see Marvin). His wife brought him 
much land which was divided among her children at the death of 
both parents. Little is known of the life of Enoch® except that 
he held a commission as Captain in the Third Regiment of the 
Connecticut militia in 1769. He was described by a grand- 
daughter in this manner: 

“He was a man of strong mind and more than common information, 


very conversant with Bible History and ecclesiastical matters, though quiet 
and unobtrusive. A constant attendant on public worship, no storm keeping 


’ him at home though he lived five miles from the meeting-house. He was 


remembered by his grandchildren in his quaint costume, consisting of a 
three-cornered hat and wig, a sky-blue overcoat with many capes, and 
small clothes, in which he bestrode an oid mare, often followed by her colt.” 


A son, 
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Josepu® Lorp, was born at Lyme June 3, 1757; died there 
March 15, 1812, aged fifty-four. Married November 25, 1794, 
Puorse® GrirFinc (GrirFin), born May 4, 1768, in East Had- 
dam, Connecticut, died at Lyme November 26, 1841, aged seventy- 
three (see GrirFING). They settled on one of the Marvin farms 
inherited from his mother in a house supposed to have been built 
in 1730 and which stood until a few years ago when it was 
removed to make way for the Phoebe Griffin Noyes Library. He 
was a farmer, owning and operating about one hundred and eighty 
acres of land, and kept a large number of cattle, sheep, and other 
stock. He died many years before his wife, leaving eight 
daughters but no sons, but his widow continued to manage the 
farm successfully, and “was a leader in the intelligent society that 
surrounded her.” Her brother, George Griffin, LL.D., an eminent 
lawyer in New York City, sent for one of her daughters to live 
with him and the one selected was 


Puoese’ Grirrrn Lorp, born at Lyme February 20, 1797; died 
at Lyme October 12, 1875. Married May 16, 1827, Danrec® 
Rocers Noyes, born Westerly, Rhode Island, August 22, 1793, 
died at Lyme November 10, 1877 (see Noyes).

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LUDINGTON 


Wruit1am’ Luppincton was born about 1607 and is supposed 
to have come to this country about 1640, settling in that part of 
Charlestown, Massachusetts, which later became the town of 
Maiden. He was in Malden from 1640 to 1660, moving to New 
Haven, Connecticut, at the end of that period. He died in New 
Haven in 1661. His wife was named ELLEN, surname unknown, 
born about 1619. After the death of William’ Luddington she 
married John? Rose and she must have died before 1670 when 
John Rose married for the third time the widow Phebe Potter. 
The estate of William? Luddington was probated on October 1, 
1661, in Middlesex County, Massachusetts, and an inventory filed 
there on April 1, 1662. His estate was also probated at New 
Haven, an inventory dated March 3, 1662/3 appearing in the New 
Haven Colony Records. At the time the inventory was presented 
to the Court at New Haven the record states that there was to be 
present at the next hearing “the widdow with him yt shee was to 
marry.” This was John Rose whom she married in New Haven 
in 1663, between March 3 and May 5. When William! Ludding- 
ton died at New Haven, although his residence there must have 
been short, he owned a house and land and also another piece of 
one hundred acres. Depositions made by William in 1657 giving 
his age as fifty and by his wife Ellen (also appears as Helen) in 
1659 giving hers as forty, place the dates of their births. Lud- 
dington’s real estate in New Haven was on the river that divides 
East Haven from Branford, where there were iron works estab- 
lished in 1655, with which he seems to have been connected. 
William’? and Ellen had among other children, a son, 


Warum? Luppincton, born about 1655, died February, 1737. 
He married, first, Martua® Rose, daughter of John? Rose (see 
Rose), and secondly, in 1690, Mercy Whitehead, daughter of John 
and Martha (Bradfield) Whitehead. William? Luddington lived 
in East Haven and was a man of high standing there, In 1682 
his estate amounted to £52 and in 1709 to £70. He owned land 
varying from 1134 to 27 acres. His estate was probated February 
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7, 1736/7. The date of his first wife’s death is not known. His 
widow, Mercy, died November 23. 1743, aged seventy-five. There 
were children by both marriages, among those by the first, a son. 


Hexry* Lupprncton, born 1679, died 1727. He married 
August 20, 1700, in New Haven, Saran? Cotitns, daughter of 
William. She was born in New Haven on December 31, 1679, 
and died March 31, 1743 (see Cottins). He is said to have been 
a carpenter. In the land division of September 18, 1705, he was 
rated at £25 estate, with four persons in his family, and received 
ten acres of land. His estate was probated July 3, 1727. The 
inventory, dated August 7, 1727, with addition made April ro, 
1728, amounted to £201.18s. Among his children, a son, 


Witt1am* Luppincton, born September 6, 1702, in New 
Haven or East Haven. He lived in Branford, Connecticut. The 
date of his death is not known. He first married on November 5, 
1730, Mary* Know ces of Branford (see KNowLes). She was 
born in September 1713, in Windham, Connecticut. She died 
April 16, 1759, and he married, secondly, on April 17, 1760, Mary 
Wilkinson of Branford. Among his children by his first wife, 
a son, 


Henry*® Lupprncton, born May 25, 1739, at Branford, Con- 
necticut. He married on May 12, 1760, his first cousin, ABIGAIL® 
LuppINGTON, daughter of Elisha* Luddington. Elisha* Ludding- 
ton was the tenth child of Henry* Luddington, and was born 
January 7, 1716. Elisha* was living in Dutchess County, New 
York, as early as 1748 and as late as 1755, the name of his wiie 
and the date of his death being unknown. Abigail® Luddington 
was born on May 8, 1745, so she was only fifteen years old when 
she married. She died on August 3, 1825, her husband having 
died on January 24, 1817. Henry® Ludington, who was the first 
of this line to uniformly spell his name without the double ‘d’, 
enlisted in the Colonial forces at the age of sixteen and saw con- 
siderable service throughout the rest of Ins hie, rising to the rank 
of Colonel. The details of his military career appear elsewhere 
in this book. He moved from Connecticut into New York State,

probably about 1762. In 1763 he appears as a sub-sheriff in 
Dutchess County. He had a tract of 229 acres in Frederickstown, 
which he leased until he was able to persuade the owners to sell 
it to him on July 15, 1812. On this property he built the first 
grist- and saw-mills in that region. The site was afterwards 
called Ludingtonville. He was a member of the Legislature for 
Dutchess County in 1777-1781 and 1786-1787. He also held local 
offices, such as Justice of the Peace, supervisor, overseer of the 
poor, and assessor. He was a trustee of the Presbyterian Church. 
Henry® and Abigail’ Ludington had the following children:

Lewis* Lupincton was born in Fredericksburgh, then in 
Dutchess County, New York, on June 25, 1786. He died on 
September 3, 1857, in Kenosha, Wisconsin. In September, 1812, 
he married Mary® (Potty) Townsenp, who was born on May 
7, 1792, and died at Carmel, New York, on January 11, 1879 (see 
TowNnsEND). Lewis* was educated at the local district school and 
at the age of twenty opened with his elder brother Frederick*® a 
store in their father’s house. This partnership continued over 
thirty years. In 1816 Lewis® moved to the village of Carmel and 
continued to reside there, building in 1855 the family homestead 
still standing. “The wood of which this house was built was 
cut on lands owned by Mr. Ludington in Wisconsin, was sawed 
in his mills at Oconto in that State, and was shipped from Green 
Bay to Buffalo in the lake schooner ‘Lewis Ludington’.” In 1838 
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he had gone to Milwaukee accompanied by his nephew, Harrison’ 
Ludington, and Harvey Burchard of Carmel. They purchased 
extensive lumber tracts in Wisconsin and in 1839 formed at Mil- 
waukee the general mercantile firm of Ludington, Burchard & 
Company, of which Lewis® Ludington was senior partner. For 
nearly twenty years he continued at the head of this business. 
About 1843 he laid out the city of Columbus in Columbia County, 
Wisconsin. 

There also is a Ludingtonville, Putnam County, New York, 
on the site of the old family homestead, and a village of Ludding- 
ton in Eau Claire County, Wisconsin. The city of Ludington, 
Michigan, was founded by his son James.”

Cuarzies’ Henry Lupincton was born at Carmel, New York, 
on February 1, 1825. He died in New York City on January 1, 
rg1o. On August 1, 1860, in Lyme, Connecticut, he married 
JoserHine’ Lorp Noyes, who was born September 18, 1839 in © 
Lyme, Connecticut, and died in New York City on April 17, 1908. 
Charles Henry Ludington attended several schools, including the 
Polytechnic School at Owenville (late Croton Falls), the Carmel 
Academy, and a private grammar school conducted at Ridgefield, 
Connecticut, in the former home of Peter Parley. On September 
18, 1842, when eighteen years old, he left for New York City to 
begin his business career as a clerk in a wholesale drygoods house, 
known as Woodward, Otis & Terbell. He left that firm in 1846 
to join Johnes, Otis & Company, engaged in the same business. 
In 1849 he was one of the organizing members of a new firm 
called Lathrop and Ludington, at first situated on Cortlandt Street, 
and later on Park Row. ‘This firm iaier becanié known 2s 
Lathrop, Ludington & Company, and existed as such until 1868. 
A considerable part of the business of the firm was with the 
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Southern States and when, some years before the Civil War, the 
name of the company was listed throughout the South as one of 
the “‘Abolitionist” firms their business dropped off rapidly. How- 
ever, the losses in the South were made up elsewhere and the end 
of the war saw the firm the third largest in its line in New York 

City. Mr. Ludington was unable to go to the war but sent a 

substitute and contributed large sums personally and through his 
firm to the recruiting and equipping of troops for the Union, both 
in New York City and in Putnam County. After his retirement 
in 1868 he engaged in various personal enterprises in New York 
and in the West.

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LYNDE 


The family of Lynde is believed to have originally been of 
Dutch origin as the English branch from which the American line 
is descended bore arms almost identical with those on record at 
the College of Arms at The Hague as granted to the Van der 
Linden family of the Netherlands. The first ancestor of the 
American line of whom anything is known was ENocna LyNpE 
who lived in and near London. He was the grandson of Nathan 
and Elizabeth Lynde, according to his bible, but the names of his 
parents are unknown. The late Mrs. E. E. Salisbury had 
researches made about the family by Colonel Joseph L. Chester, 
LL.D., Litt.D., the most distinguished of American genealogists. 
From her material it appears that Enoch Lynde married October 
25, 1614, in the Parish of Hackney, near London, EvizaBetu 
Dicsy, daughter and heiress of Everard Digby, then thirty years 
of age. Her mother was a Dutch woman, named Catherine 
Stockbridge de Vandershaff, and Elizabeth was educated as a 
Protestant in Holland although the Digbys were a prominent 
Roman Catholic family. Enoch and his wife apparently lived 
throughout their lives in a rented house in Buttelan (St. Botolph’s 
Lane), London. He was a shipping-merchant, engaged in for- 
eign trade, and one of several! to hold together English Govern- 
ment concessions to carry the mails to the Low Countries and 
elsewhere. In 1627 he seems to have held a clerkship in the Naval 
Office. His death came in London Apri! 23, 1636, and his widow 
died in 1669, aged eighty-five years. <A son, 
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Simon! LyNnpeE, was baptized in June 1624, at the Church of 
St. Andrew Hubbard, Eastcheap, London. He died in Boston, 
Massachusetts, November 22, 1687, aged sixty-three years. He 
married in Boston, February 22, 1652/3 HANNAH? NEWDIGATE, 
born in Boston in 1635, being baptized on July roth of that year; 
died December 20, 1689 (see NEwpicaTE). He was apprenticed 
as a boy toa Mr. Delaney, a merchant of London, and by him sent 
to Holland where he learned the Dutch language. The family 
records state that he was presented by his relative, Sir John Digby, 
first Earl of Bristol, to kiss the hand of King Charles I. In 1650 
he reached Boston but had returned to England the following 
year. This was only a brief visit and he was soon back in New 
England, had married, and settled down in an extension he built 
to the house of his father-in-law, the site being on the corner of 
Hanover Street and Wings Lane (now Elm Street). He was 
Constable at Boston in 1659. He joined the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of which he was clerk in 1661 and rst 
Sergeant in 1669. In 1675 he served in King Philip’s War as a 
member of Captain Oliver’s Company. In 1686 he was a member 
of a committee to put the records of the Colony in order, and held 
several other important appointments, in particular that of Assis- 
tant Justice of the Court of Pleas and Sessions in 1686, this being 
the first colonial court after the vacating of the colonial charter. 
The following year he was a justice assistant of the Superior 
Court. He was a member of Andros’ Council in 1687. His 
death came in 1687, as already noted, and the Governor and a 
distinguished company attended the funeral. He left over 7600 
pounds. A son, 


NatHanreE.? LynbE, was born in Boston, November 22, 1659; 
died at Saybrook, Connecticut, October 5, 1729, aged seventy 
years. He first married in 1683, SUSANNAHB? WiILLoUGHBY, born 
August 19, 1664, died February 22, 1709/10 (see WILLoUGHBY). 
He married, secondly, in 1725, Sarah (Lee) Buckingham, widow 
of David Buckingham and daughter of ‘Thomas and Sarah (Kirt- 
land) Lee. He began life as an apprentice in the mercantile busi- 
ness of his father but after his marriage removed to Saybrook, 
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Connecticut, where his father had given him several hundred 
acres of land, Simon’ Lynde owning large pieces of property in 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut. This land given 
to Nathaniel “included what is now known as Lynde Point, the 
site of Fenwick Hall and the Lighthouse.” He served many 
terms as Deputy. Nathaniel was Judge of the Quorum for most 
of the time between 1689 and 1721. In 1701 he was the first 
treasurer of the school founded that year which later became Yale 
College. On September 9, 1703, he gave a dwelling-house and 
about two acres of land to the college “as long as it should be 
continued at Saybrook.” The deed reads: “For and in considera- 
tion of the Promoting and Incouragement of Learning and good 
Literature of the Collegiate School now erected in Saybrook, for 
the Liberall Education of youth that for God’s blessing may be fitt 
for publick service.” One of his brothers, Benjamin? Lynde 
(1666-1745), a graduate of Harvard, admitted to the Middle 
Temple, King’s Advocate, Chief Justice of the Superior Court of 
Massachusetts, visited him “every year since I rode the Springfield 
Circuit till he dyed.” Nathaniel left a large estate, almost ten 
thousand pounds. A daughter,

MARTIN 


Wittram? Martin, who by his descendants is usually given the 
middle name SEABORN, was by tradition born at sea when his 
parents were on the voyage to America. It is not known who 
these parents were but they may well have been Samuel Martin, 
who married in England the widow Phebe Brace (or Bracey), 
came over about 1650 and settled in Wethersfield, Connecticut. 
William? first appears in Stratford, Connecticut, but later lived at 
Woodbury in the same colony. He married on June 25, 1685, 
ABIGAIL, surname uncertain. He died July 4, 1715, and his 
widow on January 4, 1735. They were both admitted to the First 
Church of Woodbury on August 30, 1685, the time of their 
removal! to that community. A son, 
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SAMUEL? Martin, also of Woodbury, was baptized in March, 
1693, and married on January 15, 1716, Annis* Hinman, who 
was born in September, 1697 (see HinMan).

ReErnoip* Marvin, son of Edward and Margaret Marvin, was 
baptized in Great Bentley, England, on October 25, 1594.

MASTERS 


Joun* Masters was probably born in England, but the date 
and place are unknown. He is supposed to have reached this 
country with Winthrop’s fleet in 1630. The first definite record 
shows him at Watertown, Massachusetts, where he was admitted 
to the right of freeman on May 18, 1631, being referred to with 
the prefix of respect, the term “Mr.,” then a mark of distinction. 
He early removed to Cambridge, Massachusetts, where he was a 
Proprietor in 1633 and one of the first inhabitants. In 1635 he 
owned a house and seven acres of land on the westerly side of the 
present Arch Street, near Brattle Street, Cambridge. At an early 
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date he was engaged to construct a canal from the river to the 
upland. He served on several town committees and is mentioned 
as “a man of skill and enterprise.” He died in Cambridge on 
December 21, 1639, and his wife, JANE, of whom nothing else is 
known, died there on December 26, 1639. Their daughter, 


Lypia? Masters, who is mentioned in her father’s will, but for 
whom no dates are known, married as his first wife, PHitp* 
TABER, probably born in England, date unknown but about 1605. 
He probably died in Tiverton, Rhode Island, about 1672 (see

Wiitiam? Meap was born in England about 1600, married 
about 1625, and died in Stamford, Connecticut, about 1663. The 
name of his wife has been lost but she died in Stamford on 
September 19, 1657. William’ was probably a brother of Gabriel 
Mead, the founder of the Mead family of Massachusetts, and the 
two presumably came together on the ship “Elizabeth” which 
reached New England in 1635. William is believed to have been 
at Wethersfield for a time but was in Stamford in 1641, being one 
of the founders of that town in that year and receiving a home-lot 
and five acres of land on December 7, 1641. A son,

Joun? NewnpicatTe, a son of Phillipe and Joane (Hoo) Newdi- 
gate of Great Horningsheath, Suffolk, England, was born about 
1580, in England. He first married one Lrp1a, who died in 1620. 
On November ist of that same year he married, secondly, 
Thomasine Hayes, who died in 1625. He then married ANNE 
(Hunt) Draper, a widow. He did not reach New England 
until 1632, when he was aged fifty-two. He had the freeman’s 
right on March 4, 1634/5. He was a member of the First Church 
of Boston. He was a Representative in 1638, constable, and often 
selectman. He had a house on the west slope of Beacon Hill and 
a farm of between four and five hundred acres in Chelsea. He 
died in Boston on September 4, 1665, aged eighty-five. His 
widow, Anne, died in 1679.

Hannaw? Newnicate, born in Boston in 1635, being baptized 
on July roth of that year.

Joun’ Nrzes is generally credited with being the first of the 
name in this country. He is said to have come from Wales and 
he first appears in Dorchester, Massachusetts, in 1634. He was 
later at Braintree, Massachusetts, and he died there on February 
8, 1693/4, “aged about ninety-one” which would place his birth 
about 1603-1604. He married first about 1635, JanE REEp, who 
died May 15, 1654, at Braintree. His second wife was Hannah 
(——-) Ames, widow of William Ames, whom he married about 
1656-1657. His second wife lived until January 31, 1702/3. He 
was a weaver by trade and had the freeman’s right in Braintree 
on May 26, 1647.

He left Braintree with two of his brothers while still quite young 
and went to Block Island, where Benjamin had the freeman’s right 
in 1678. He lived at Block Island as late as 1684, and married 
there or before his arrival. Before 1692 he had moved to Lyme 
and for the remainder of his life was apparently chiefly active in 
real estate operations in which he himself did not greatly prosper 
but which resulted in a good estate for his heirs. A daughter, 


Naomr® Nites, married at Lyme September 10, 1695, Wirtram® 
Comstock. She died before February 10, 1761, the date of 
probate of her will, He was born January 9, 1669, and died 
March 15, 1728 (see Comstocx).

NOYES 


Witt1a4mM Noyes was not the first of the line in this country 
but enough facts are known about him to make mention of him 
interesting. He was born in England about 1568, probably in 
Cholderton, Wiltshire, where the family appears to have been 
established at a very early date. His death probably came in 
1621. About 1595 he married ANNe Parker, who was born in 
1575, and was buried March 7, 1657. On November 15, 1588, 
he matriculated at University College, Oxford, and was granted 
the degree of B.A. on May 31, 1592. In 1601 he became rector 
at Cholderton, Wiltshire, a post he held until his death, when his 
son Nathan? succeeded him. Another son, 


James! Noyes, was born October 22, 1608, at Cholderton; died 
at Newbury, Massachusetts, October 22, 1656, aged forty-eight. 
He married in 1633 Saran? Brown who died in Newbury, Sep- 
tember 13, 1691 (see Brown). His father died when he was 
quite young but he was educated to follow him as a minister, 
matriculating at Brasenose College, Oxford, on August 22, 1627. 
He did not graduate as he was offered a position as a teacher in 
the Free School at Newbury, England, but he later became one 
of the best-known clergymen of New England. His departure 
for the new world came in 1633, he being one of a group gathered 
. together by Sir Richard Saltonstall and others, with Rev. Thomas 
Parker, a cousin of the Noyes family, as spiritual leader. Jarnes* 
Noyes, his bride, and his brother Nicholas, sailed in the “Mary 
and John,” reaching Boston in May, 1634. Most of the passen- 
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gers, including the Rev. Mr. Parker and the Noyes family, went 
to Agawam (Ipswich) first but very shortly afterwards went a 
little further north and founded the new settlement of Newbury. 
Meanwhile James’ Noyes had performed a short ministry at 
Mistick. Rev. Thomas Parker formed at Newbury the tenth 
church of the Colony, of which he became pastor, while Noyes 
acted as “teacher.” The distinction between their duties seems 
to have been slight but in general the pastor preached on matters 
of practice while the teacher taught “upon points of knowledge 
and doctrine.” The two clergymen were devoted to each other 
and continued in the closest relationship until the death of Noyes. 
They even lived together, as Parker never married. Charles 
Phelps Noyes in his “Noyes-Gilman Ancestry” (1907) quotes 
the highly interesting estimates on James? Noyes made by Edward 
Johnson, Cotton Mather, and Parker himself. The house in 
which the two ministers lived is still standing, or at least stood 
until very recently, on the present Parker Street, Newbury. It 
dates from about 1646 and was built by Noyes, and is owned by 
his descendants. Noyes was minister at Newbury until his death. 
He was the author of three well-known religious pamphlets, 
entitled “A Catechism for Children” (printed 1641), “The 
Temple Measured’ (1647), and “Moses and Aaron” (1667). 
A son, 


James? Noyes, was born at Newbury, Massachusetts, March 
11, 1640; died December 30, 1719, at Stonington, Connecticut ; 
married September 11, 1674, at Stonington, DorotHy? Stanton, 
born in 1651; died January 19, 1743, at Stonington (see 
STANTON). At the age of sixteen James?, with his brother 
Moses?, only thirteen, entered Harvard College. Their tuition 
was paid in cattle, wheat, grain, barley, and other farm supplies 
and stock and apparently their father’s parishioners’ supplied it. 
They also worked their way by serving as monitor, waiter, and 
in other capacities. James' graduated in 1659 but there is no 
mention of him again until 1664 when he went to Stonington. 
Two years later he was invited by the people of that town to serve 
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as their pastor although no church had been established. The 
town gave him 250 acres of land on a site later known as Noyes’ 
Point, Westerly, Rhode Island, and on October 5, 1669, he 
received the freeman’s right. The First Congregational Church 
was founded in June, 1674, and on September roth of that year 
he became its first pastor. The next day he married. King 
Philip’s War broke out in 1675 and the Council of Connecticut on 
November 28, 1675, appointed James' Noyes as chaplain, but he 
could not go with the troops until the following year when he 
served with Captain George Denison’s expedition against the 
Narragansett Indians and participated in the capture of the 
powerful sachem Canonchet. The Colony gave him two hundred 
acres for his services, which seem to have included some offices as 
physician, and he later shared in the distribution of land at Volun- 
town, Connecticut. In 1701, despite his age and distance from 
Killingworth, the site of the Collegiate Schoo! founded that year, 
he was one of the first Trustees and founders of the struggling 
institution later to become Yale College, and served as a Fellow 
until his death. In 1708 he was the senior moderator of the 
Synod which framed the articles of government of the Congre- 
gational Church. In 1703 the boundary line between Connecticut 
and Rhode Island was settled and part of Stonington became a 
portion of the town of Westerly, Rhode Island, and although he 
did not live in that portion Jamest Noyes was Deputy from 
Westerly to the Rhode Island General Assembly in 1704. He 
preached in his church to within a few days of his death, which 
ended a pastorate of more than fifty-five years. His gravestone 
still stands between Stonington and Westerly. Among his 
children, a son, 


THomas*® Noyes, born at Stonington, August 15, 1679; died 
there June 26, 1755; married at Newport, Rhode Island, Septem- 
ber 3, 1705, ErizaBetH® Sanrorp, born 1680; died October 23, 
1762 (see JoHN SanForD). He was the owner of much farm land 
and was a wealthy and prominent citizen. He was selectman and 
Deputy for Stonington in 1713, 1714, 1717, 1718, 1725, 1727, 
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1729, and 1733. He was Justice of the Peace for New London 
County and Captain of the Stonington Train Band in 1723. 
A son, 


Josepu* Noyes, was born at Stonington, October 9, 1727; died 
at Westerly, Rhode Island, March 13, 1802; married July 31, 
1753, BarBara* WELLS, born August 1, 1734; died September 7, 
1814 (see Werts). He owned four hundred acres of land, 
twenty-two horses, twenty-five cows, and five slaves, although he 
was opposed to slavery. He lived on the land at Noyes’ Neck, 
Westerly, which had been originally given to his grandfather. © 
He was Justice of the Peace 1770-1772, and Captain of the 
Second Westerly Company in 1763. At the outbreak of the War 
of the Revolution, May, 1775, he was appointed by the General 
Assembly as Colonel of the First Regiment, Kings County. He 
was also a member of several committees appointed by the 
Assembly to prosecute the war and was a Deputy from Westerly 
for ten years. His regiment was in the State, not the Continental, 
service and in December, 1776, he first took his troops into the 
field, being put on duty at Boston Neck and Point Judith. He 
defended Tower Hill when the British took Newport. He com- 
manded a regiment at the Battle of Rhode Island, August, 1778, 
and was cited for distinguished service. His own money was 
advanced to buy provisions for the Army and after the war the 
State had to relieve him from payment of his notes. In 1784 he 
was again Deputy and in 1790 was on a committee to superintend 
the affairs of the Narragansett Indians. A son, 


Tuomas® Noyes, was born at Westerly, October 3, 1754; died 
there September 19, 1819; married at Westerly, January 31, 1781, 
Lypra® Rocers, born May 19, 1760; died November 15, 1798, at 
Westerly (see Rocers). Before his marriage and before he could 
engage in any work the Revolution drew him into the Army. On 
January 18, 1776, he was commissioned Ensign in a newly- 
authorized regiment, the commission bearing the name of King 
George although ordered raised by the General Assembly to 
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fight the King. On August 26th of the same year he was 
promoted to be Lieutenant in the eleventh company of the Second 
Regiment raised for the Continental service by Rhode Island, 
John Hancock signing his commission as President of the Conti- 
nental Congress. In October, 1776, promoted First Lieutenant 
First Continental Regiment. On May 29, 1777, he became First 
Lieutenant in a Rhode Island Artillery Company; and, after the 
War, on May 7, 1792, Second Major of the Senior Class Regi- 
ment of Washington County; on May 6, 1793, First Major of the 
same Regiment; and Lieutenant Colonel Commandant on May 
12, 1794, this being then the senior officer of a regiment. After 
some service in Rhode Island he served with his regiment in the 
campaign around New York City in 1776, fighting in the Battle 
of White Plains, October 28, 1776, and afterwards serving in 
New York and New Jersey, including the battles of Trenton and 
Princeton. Enlistments having expired, the regiment returned to 
Rhode Island in small bands which for lack of pay had to beg 
their way and suffered much from the winter weather. Thomas® 
Noyes’ later service was in Rhode Island and after the War he 
married and settled down in Westerly as a farmer. He was also 
Representative for about twenty years to the General Assembly 
and for a time State Senator. In 1808 he was a Presidential 
Elector. In 1801 he was elected President of the newly organized 
Bank of Westerly and served until his death. A son, 


DanteL_® Rocers Noyes, born at Westerly, August 22, 1793; 
died November 10, 1877, at Lyme, Connecticut; married at 
Lyme, May 16, 1827, PHorse’ Grirrin Lorn, born February 20, 
1797, at Lyme; died there October 12, 1875 (see Lorp). His 
mother had died when he was only five, and the other seven 
children were all under fifteen, so that Thomas® Noyes, the father, 
early sent his sons out into the world. Two of the sons went to 
sea, others went on farms, and Daniel® Rogers went to live with, 
and enter the employ of, his uncle, Robert Rogers of Newport, 
who had a mercantile establishment. He was there a year or so, 
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and then went to another store at Groton, Connecticut. Here 
too his stay must have been short as he was back in Westerly when 
the War of 1812 came. He was commissioned Lieutenant of the 
Second Company of Westerly on May 9, 1814, and on the follow- 
ing July 23d a British fleet landed some marines directly in front 
of the Noyes’ house. The local troops only fought them off 
after two hours of firing. For this service he applied for a land 
bounty on February 13, 1857, and received one hundred and sixty 
acres. He continued in the militia, being commissioned Major 
of the Third Regiment on May 12, 1817, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
on June 15, 1818. In this last-named year he left to engage in 
business in New Orleans and remained there through a yellow 
fever epidemic, returning to Westerly in 1820, his father having 
died in the meantime. That same year he went to Lyme, where 
one of his sisters lived, and there he met and married his wife. 
She had been carefully educated at the home of her uncle, George 
Griffin, in New York, paying especial attention to French and 
miniature painting. Daniel* Rogers had been in Lyme several 
years before his marriage and had opened a general! store. In 
1830 he made a trip into New York State to consider moving there 
but returned to Lyme and continued in business there until his 
death. He purchased at this time the house next to the Lyme 
church, owned one hundred years earlier by Rev. Jonathan 
Parsons, and known as the “Old Parsons Tavern.” It was here 
in the ballroom of the former tavern that his wife continued her 
teaching. In 1837 he sold out his house and business and went 
as far West as Cleveland looking for a business opening. In the 
end he returned to Lyme and bought back his house. He was a 
deacon in the church and, with his wife, very active in all church 
affairs. After the death of both, and of certain heirs, in 1888 
there was built on the site of the old home of Mrs. Noyes’ father, 
Joseph® Lord, in Lyme, the Phoebe Griffin Noyes Library, the 
public library of the town. Members of the Lord family gave 
the site and Charles‘ Henry Ludington and his wife, Josephine’ 
(Noyes) Ludington, gave the building. Other members of the 
family contributed to its endowment. 
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Daniel® Rogers and Phoebe Griffin (Lord) Noyes had the 
following children:

ODLIN 


Joun’ Op tin originally appears on a list of the original mem- 
bers of the First Church of Boston, 1630. The name is variously 
spelled Audlin, Audling, Audley, and in other forms. He married 
one MarGaret (surname lost), probably about 1634, in Boston. 
By profession he was a cutler or armorer. On May 15, 1637, he, 
with others, were disarmed for signing the remonstrance against 
the decree of banishment for Anne Hutchinson (see Hutcuin- 
son). Odlin was later restored to church membership. In 1636 
he appears as a land-owner in Boston. In 1638 he joined the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Boston and was 
armorer of that organization from 1644 to 1673. In 1637 he was 
allotted eighty-four acres at Rumney Marsh, which he sold the 
following year. He lived to an advanced age and was recognized 
as one of the first inhabitants of Boston. He is once referred to 
as “an ancient dweller and inhabitant of the town of Boston from 
the time of the first planting.” When he died on December 18, 
1685, aged eighty-three, Judge Sewall, in his famous diary, 
recorded the event, calling him “Father Tohn Odlin one of the 
very first Inhabitants of Boston.” His wife predeceased him. 
A son, 
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Joun?® Optin, born in Boston on February 3, 1641/2, was 
baptized there on February 13th. He died in Newport, Rhode 
Island, on December 13, 1711, aged seventy. About 1665, prob- 
ably in Boston, he married one MartHa, surname lost. She was 
born on May 13, 1640, and died at Newport on December 30, 
1711, aged seventy-one. He probably moved to Newport about 
1665-1666, his first child being born in that colony in the year 
1666. On May 13, 1667, at Newport, he was ordered to repair 
such arms as were sent to him with the approval of the officers 
of the local Train Band, the town militia. He thus had taken up 
his father’s profession of armorer; a highly skilled and important 
trade in the colonies. In 1685 he inherited from his father land 
in Roxbury but sold it to his brother. In 1702 he was a proprietor 
in the common lands. In 1707 he was appointed on a committee 
to audit the accounts of the Colony and of the General Treasurer. 
In 1685 he had had land laid out at East Greenwich but had never 
gone there to settle. A son, 


Joun* Opin, was born in Newport in 1666. He died there on 
June 29, 1738, aged seventy-two. He first married about 1687, 
Lypra? Tittincuast. She was born February 18, 1665, and died 
June 30, 1707, aged forty-two (see TiLL1nGHaAst). He married, 
secondly, before 1711, Elizabeth Arnold, born in June, 1684, died 
on October 1, 1726. He was a proprietor in common lands in 
1702 and in 1716 was allowed some money for services in building 
the jail. In 1724 he represented Newport in the General Assembly. 
A deposition he made in 1728 gives his age as sixty-two. A 
daughter, 


Lypra‘ Opiin, was born on January 29, 1701/2; died on May 
20, 1781. Married on February 8, 1721/2, Josepa* SANForD, 
born August 13, 1698, at Portsmouth, Rhode Island, died October 
1, 1765, at Newport (see JoHN SANFORD).

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PANTRY 


WitriaM? Pantry, born in England, date uncertain; died 
after January 31, 1648/9, and before November 16, 1649. There 
is no record of his wife other than that his widow MARGARET 
made her will in 1651. Pantry presumably came to this country 
in 1633 as he was granted one acre of land in Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, that year. However, an affidavit made by one Elizabeth 
Bacon in 1674, when she was seventy-one years old, said that they 
came out in the same ship in 1634. It is more reasonable to 
assume her memory was uncertain as to the year. He was a free- 
man in Massachusetts Bay Colony on March 4, 1634/5. In 1635 
he owned a house “with backside and garden” in Cambridge and 
also had a cowhouse and still another piece of property consisting 
of about ten acres of fields. He seems to have sold out all! this 
property between September 5, 1635 and February 8, 1636, as he 
removed about that time to the new settlement called Newton, 
afterward Hartford. There he owned land, served on the jury 
between 1639 and 1648 (not consecutive terms), was selectman 
from 1640 to 1641 and 1645 to 1646, constable from 1648 to 1649, 
-and on various town committees. He may have been a carpenter 
by trade. He was well advanced in years when he came to this 
country as he was excused from military duty while still at 
Cambridge. A daughter, 


Mary? Pantry, married Ricuarp? Bryan before November 
16, 1649. She died before July 15, 1679 (see Bryan).

PARKER 


Wiit1am! Parker, from England, was an original proprietor 
of Hartford in 1636. He had a house-lot there as early as 1639. 
He married about 1636 Marcery, probably a ward or reijative of 
William Whiting, who left her money in his will. She died 
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December 6, 1680, and he married, secondly, prior to 1682, the 
widow Elizabeth Pratt. He died at Saybrook on December 28, 
1686. About 1649 he removed to Saybrook where he was a large 
landholder. He probably served in the Pequot War of 1637, 
judging from grants of land to his son. He was a member of 
several town committees and Deputy in 1652, 1678, 1679, 1680 
and 1681. A son, by the first marriage, 


Joun? Parker, despite conflicting accounts, is believed to be 
the man of the name who moved to New Haven.

Witxtram? Pecx was born about 1601, in or near London, Eng- 
land, and married there about 1622, ELizaseTuH, whose surname 
has been lost. With his first child, Jeremiah, born in 1623, Wil- 
liam’ Peck and his wife came to New England in the ship 
“Hector,” probably on the same voyage in 1637 as Governor 
Theophilus Eaton and Rev. John Davenport, as all three were 
founders of the New Haven Colony in 1638. Peck was one of 





Mrs. Daniel Rogers Noyes 
(Phoebe Griffin Lord) 
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the signers of the “foundamentall agreem* thatt church members 
onely shall be free burgesses and they onely shall chuse among 
them selues magistrates, etc.,” dated June 4, 1639. On October 
20, 1640, he was made a freeman and in that same year was a 
member of the Court of Elections. From 1640 to 1648 he was 
a Deputy. On July 1, 1644, he took the oath of fidelity. He was 
by occupation a merchant, both in London and in New Haven, 
and acted as a trustee, treasurer, and general business agent for 
the Colony’s Collegiate School, now Yale College. He was a 
deacon in the First Church of New Haven from 1659 to the time 
of his death in 1694. The site of his house lot was the present 
corner of Church and Center Streets, New Haven. His wife 
Elizabeth died on December 5, 1683, while visiting a sister at 
Lyme, Connecticut. He married, secondly, Sarah ( ) Holt, 
widow of William Holt. He died in Lyme at the house of his 
son, Joseph? Peck, on October 4, 1694, aged ninety-three. He is 
buried in New Haven. A son, 





JosePH? Peck, was born in New Haven, Connecticut, in Janu- 
ary, 1641, and baptized there on Jamuary 17th. He died at Lyme, 
Connecticut, on November 25, 1718, aged seventy-seven. His 
wife, whom he married about 1662, was SARAH, surname lost, and 
she died on September 14, 1726, aged ninety. They were buried 
in Lyme. Joseph? Peck and his wife moved from New Haven to 
East Saybrook (Lyme). At Lyme he was town clerk, surveyor, 
recorder, justice of the peace, deacon of the church and active in 
local affairs in many ways. In May, 1678, he was commissioned 
Ensign, and he was Deputy from Lyme to the General Court of 
Connecticut, in 1690, 1691, 1695-1706, fourteen terms in all. He 
served with Rev. Thomas Hooker in 1700 on a committee to audit 
the accounts of the colony. A daughter,

PECKHAM 


Joun’ PeEcKHAM was probably born in Suffolkshire, England, 
about 1600. He died probably in 1681 at Newport, Rhode Island, 
when his will was proved. He first married, in England, Mary 
Clarke, baptized July 17, 1607, a daughter of Thomas and Rose 
(Kerridge) Clarke of Suffolk. She had died by 1648 when his 
wife was ELEANor, whose last name has been lost. John Peck- 
ham was admitted as an inhabitant of Aquidneck (Newport) in 
1638.

PELLETREAU 


Exret PELLETREAU was born at Arces, then Province Xaintonge, 
France; he died in 1730 in America, probably in New York City. 
In New York he married at the French Church on October 9, 
1692, Marre” Benotst, daughter of Jean* and Judith (Bourdon) 
Benoist, also French refugees. He married, secondly, on March 
17, 1710, Jeanne, daughter of Jean Machett. Elie* and his 
brother Jean? came to this country with their uncie, Jean Peiietreau, 
and his wife Magdalena. They had fled from France following 
the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes. Tradition says that they 
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were members of a family distinguished in La Rochelle. The 
elder Jean was naturalized in New York City on September 22, 
1687, and died in 1700; his wife dying after him in 1702. The 
nephew Jean died in 1702, leaving no children. Elie’, who is said 
to have been the son of Paul and Esther (Gouin) Pelletreau, both 
deceased at this time, was naturalized in New York City on July 
10, 1696. A son, by his first wife, 


Francis? PELLETREAU, born in New York City in 1700; died 
September 26,1747. He first married September 16, 1721, JANE, 
widow of Richard Osborn. She died at Southampton September 
6, 1733, aged thirty-eight, and he married, secondly, September 4, 
1734, Mary, widow of Joseph King, and daughter of Judge 
Thomas Chatfield. The second wife survived him and married 
February 23, 1738, as his second wife, Hugh’ Gelston (see 
Getston). He moved to Southampton, Long Island, first appear- 
ing there March 5, 1717, when he registered his cattle mark. He 
engaged in business with Hugh’ Gelston. In 1728 he purchased 
the homestead of Samuel Woodruff, a house which was built in 
1686 and stood until 1881, being used during the War of the 
Revolution by the British for commissary purposes. Francis? 
died in London, where he had gone for a surgical operation. A 
son, by the first marriage, 


Extras? PELLETREAU, born in Southampton, May 31, 1726; died 
November 2, 1810. Married December 29, 1748, Saran? 
Getston, born March 10, 1725, died April 14, 1784 (see GEL-~ 
ston). After her death he married, secondly, June 28, 1786, 
Sarah Conkling, who died August 16, 1793, aged sixty-two. He 
inherited from his father al] his houses and lands, his watch, 
sword, and gun, and one-half his personal estate. He was sent 
to school in New York and on November 19, 1741, was appren- 
ticed to a goldsmith for seven years. At the expiration of this 
term he returned to Southampton and set up his own business as 
a goldsmith and silversmith. He was the most noted man in this 
profession in his part of the country and many examples of his 
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work still exist as prized possessions. In 1761 he was commis- 
sioned a Lieutenant in the Southampton Company of the Suffolk 
County Regiment and on May 22, 1765, was promoted Captain. 
On August 31, 1776, the Revolutionary Committee of Southamp- 
ton gave him permission to move his family to Connecticut, which 
he proceeded to do by boat within a few weeks, taking up his 
residence at Simsbury, and continuing his trade there. On April 
17, 1780, he petitioned for leave to send his two sons to repair 
his house at Southampton, which had been damaged by the British, 
but was refused permission. On September 4, 1780, he was 
granted a permit to move his family, consisting of his wife, two 
sons, and a negro servant, to Saybrook, Connecticut. The permit 
stated that: “He set up his trade of a Gold Smith in this town 
(Simsbury), and has performed his business to universal! satis- 
faction, and is esteemed a judicious Gentleman and a friend of 
this and all the American States.” On March 26, 1782, he was 
finally authorized by Connecticut to return to Southampton, which 
he promptly did. 

It is written of him: “In his last illness he fell into a trance. 
He lay many hours insensible and apparently lifeless. He was 
aroused at last by his friends’ efforts and, looking up, said, ‘Can 
you bring back the dead to the living? I have heard and seen 
things unutterable.’ So saying he fell again into repose and died 
soon after. All around were dumb with astonishment. His 
minister, Rev. Mr. Bogart, always regretted he had not been 
calied in.”

RicHarp' Pratt, a founder of Milford in the New Haven 
Colony, died there in 1684. His wife Mary, surname lost, died 
in January, 1676. He arrived in New England in 1638 and went 
to the new settlement of New Haven. There he had eighty-four 
acres of land and lived on the south side of the present Chapel 
Street, near College Street. He went to Milford as one of the 
founders of that town in 1639. He was a freeman there in 1646 
and a deacon of the First Church in 1669. In his will, made in 
1683, he left a bible to each of nineteen grandchildren. His estate 
was worth £600. A son,

STEPHEN?! Post, who arrived in this country in 1630, died in 
Saybrook on August 16, 1659. His wife, ELLENor, surname lost, 
born in England, died in Saybrook, November 13, 1670. He came 
from Gravesend, England, with the Higginson fleet, and was first 
an inhabitant of Newtowne (Cambridge). He removed to Hart- 
ford in 1635, and thence to Saybrook in 1648. In 1631 he had 
twelve acres on the south side of the river at Cambridge and he 
later owned house-lots at Hartford and Saybrook. He was one 
of the founders of Hartford, accompanying Thomas Hooker. At 
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Hartford he was a constable in 1642 and at Saybrook he was a 
Lieutenant in 1649. Thomas Post of Cambridge, who died in 
1691, is supposed to have been a brother. A son, 


ABRAHAM? Post, born in 1640/1, probably in Hartford; died 
in Saybrook about 1713-1715. He married in 1663 Mary 
CHULKER, of whose origin nothing is known, except that she was 
born in 1642. She died at Saybrook on March 21, 1683. He 
was a freeman at Saybrook on May 11, 1665; Ensign in 1667; 
promoted Lieutenant on May 3, 1680; appointed in 1680 on a 
committee to fix the line between Mohegan and New London; a 
Deputy in 1670; and appointed in 1681 to confer with Uncas, 
Chief Sachem of the Mohegans, over a boundary line. He esiab- 
lished friendship with this chief who left him in his wiil four 
thousand acres of land in the present counties of New London 
and Windham. A son, 


AxzRaHAM® Post, born at Saybrook on June 9, 1669. Married 
in 1689, HutpaH, surname lost. He was Lieutenant of the train 
band of Saybrook in 1737. “A son, 


AsBRAHAM* Post, born in Saybrook in 1691. Married between 
1714 and 1716, ErizaserH® Roswext, born September 5, 1695, in 
New Haven (see RosweEtt). In 1774 he was an Ensign in the 
Second Company of Col. Heman Swiit’s Battalion and served in 
that rank in the same organization in the Northern Department, 
under General Gates, in 1777, being stationed in the vicinity of 
Ticonderoga. A son, 


RosweEtc® Post, born in Saybrook about 1726; died in Tin- 
mouth, Vermont, January 3, 1814, aged eighty-eight years. He 
first married on November 29, 1750, MEHITABLE JONES, who was 
born about 1731 and died in November, 1778, but whose ancestry 
is not known. He married, secondly, in June, 1779, at Rutland, 
Vermont, Esther Meeker. He is said to have served in the 


French and Indian War of 17¢4- 1762 as 2 Lieutenant but there 
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appears to be no official record. in 1771 he was an Ensign in the 
roth Company, 7th Connecticut Regiment, and was promoted to 
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Lieutenant in the same company in 1774. He did not serve with 
Connecticut forces in the War of the Revolution but went about 
1778-1779 with his brother, William’, to Otter Creek, now Rut- 
land, Vermont, being one of the very first settlers of that state. 
He was an original member of the First Church of Rutland on 
October 5, 1788. In October, 1803, he moved to Tinmouth, 
Vermont. He saw military and civil service in Vermont in the 
closing years of the Revolution, serving under Col. James Mead 
in guarding the frontiers, and in October, 1780, being on a com- 
mittee of three to prepare instructions for the Board of War. 
Also in January, 1781, he was one of a committee to pass upon 
the report and recommendations of the Board of War, and in 
February of the same year was on a committee to examine into 
and report upon the location of the frontier line for the protection 
and defense of the colony during the ensuing campaign. A son,

PRENCE 


THomas' PRENCE was born in or about 1600, at Lechdale, in 
County Gloucester, near Cricklade, in Wilts; died at Plymouth, 
Massachusetts, on March 29, 1673, in his seventy-third year. He 
married at Plymouth on August 5, 1624, PATIENCE? BREWSTER, 
the date of her birth being uncertain. She died at Plymouth in 
1634 (see BrewsTeR). He married, secondly, April 1, 1635, 
Mary, daughter of William Collier. Thomast Prence came in 





Congregational Church at Lyme, Conn., on the village ‘‘green,” 
next to which stood the home of Daniel Rogers Noyes 
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the “Fortune” in November, 1621, and was consequently one of 
the earliest settlers of Plymouth. Patience? Brewster came in the 
ship “Ann” in July, 1623. Prence moved to Duxbury after the 
death of Patience, this being in 1635, and removed again in 1644 
to Eastham, Massachusetts. He returned eventually to Plymouth. 
He had a third wife, Mary, widow of Samuel! Freeman. 

He was long active in the affairs of the Colony of Plymouth. 
He was an Assistant to the Governor there in 1632, from 1635 
to 1637, and for many later years up to as late as 1672. He was 
Governor of the Colony, 1634 to 1638, in 1657, and again in 1672. 
He was a member of the Council of War and fought against the 
Pequots in 1637 and in later years went out several times against 
the Indians. From 1636 to 1640 he was Treasurer of the Colony 
and he was a Commissioner for the United Colonies in 1645, 
1650, 1653-1658, 1661, 1663, and 1670 to 1672. The Plymouth 
Colony record of his death reads: “Thomas Prence Esquire 
Govr: of the Jurisdiction of New Plymouth Died the 29th of 
March 1673 and was Interred the 8th of Aprill following; after 
hee had served God in the office of Govr: sixteen yeares or neare 
therunto hee finished his Course in the 73 yeare of his life; hee 
was a worthy Gentleman very pious; and very able for his office 
and faithful! in the Discharge therof studious of peace a welwiller 
to all that feared god; and a terrour to the wicked, his; Death 
was much lamented, and his body honorably buryed att Plymouth 
the Day and yeare abovemensioned.” Thomas and his first wife, 
Patience, had a daughter, 


Mercy? Prence, born in Plymouth, date uncertain; died on 
September 28, 1711, aged eighty years. She was buried at 
Eastham, Massachusetts. She married on February 13, 1649/50, 
Joun? Freeman, who was born in England and died on October 
28, 1719, in the 92d year of his age, being buried at Eastham 
(see FREEMAN).

James Rocers “of Newport,” as he is usually known to dis- 
tinguish him from the several other settlers of the same name, was 
on the list of inhabitants admitted to Newport, Rhode Island, on 
May 20, 1638. It is sometimes stated that he was a son of 
Thomas? Rogers of the “Mayflower” company but this has never 
been established and is unlikely. The date of his birth is 
unknown, but his death came in 1676.

ROSE 


Rozert’ Rose was born in England in 1594/5 and died in 
Branford, Connecticut, in 1664/5. He arrived in this country in 
1634, coming from Ipswich, County Suffolk. With him came his 
wife Marcery, then aged about forty, and his son John’, aged 
about fifteen. He seems to have first been in Watertown, 
Massachusetts, but was one of the first settlers of Wethersfield, 
Connecticut, in 1639-1640. He. was constable at Wethersfield, 
1639-1640; juror, 1641, and Deputy, 1641-1643. He served in 
the Pequot War of 1637. About 1644 he removed to Totoket 
(Branford), Connecticut, where he remained uniil his deati. He 
married, secondly, Elizabeth, the Widow Parker. The surname 
of his first wife has been lost. She was the mother of his son, 
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Joun? Rose, born in England about 1619; died in Branford, 
Connecticut, in 1683. He remained in Wethersfield after his 
father had left there but later went to Branford. He married, as 
his second wife, ELLEN, widow of William* Luddington (see 
Lupincton).

ROSWELL 


WILL1aM' RoswELL, best known as a proprietor of the town of 
Branford in the New Haven Colony, was first at Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, where he appeared as early as 1654, the year he 
married KATHARINE? RussELt. The dates of her birth and death 
are not known but she died before Roswell as he married again, 
one Elizabeth, who survived him, dying on August 16, 1698. He 
died at New Haven on July 14, 1694, aged sixty-four years (see 
RUSSELL). While the date of the Russel! marriage is given here 
as 1654, historians differ as to the year and it may have been some 
years later. Certainly Roswell was admitted to the Charlestown 
church in 1656 and owned in that town a house-lot, sixteen acres 
and two and a half acres “of common.” He was a proprietor of 
the new settlement of Branford in 1667 but was in Charlestown 
the following year. He apparently soon returned to Branford and 
continued to reside there, being an active man in both the business 
and the civic affairs of the town. In 1673 he was sent as an agent 
to the Dutch, who had just retaken New York, to ask their further 
intentions. Prior to King Philip’s War in 1675 he was offered 
the captaincy of a troop of horse but declined. He served as a 
local judge before, during and after the usurpation of Andros but 
was turned out of office in 1690. A son, by the first marriage, 
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RicHarp? RoswE Lt, born at Charlestown in 1665; died at New 
Haven in March, 1702. He married at the age of sixteen in 1681, 
Lyp1a* TRowBripcE, born June 7, 1666 (see TROWBRIDGE). He 
was extensively engaged in the West India trade, in which his 
wife’s family was conspicuous. <A daughter, 


EizaBeTH? RoswELL, born September 5, 1695, in New Haven. 
Married between 1714 and 1716, ABRAHAM‘ Post, born at Say- 
brook, Connecticut, in 1691 (see Post).

RUSSELL 


RicHarp' RUSSELL, son of Paul Russell, was born in Hereford, 
England, in 1611; died in Charlestown, Massachusetts, May 14, 
1676. First married Maup (Pitr?). who died in 1652. Mar- 
ried, secondly, in 1655, Mary, widow of Leonard Chester of 
Hartford. Russell came over in 1640, settled at Charlestown and 
became a very prominent figure in the Massachusetts Bay Colony. 
It has been said: “This line of the Russells was eminent in social 
station and distinguished in multifariousness of public service for 
nearly two centuries.” He was admitted as an inhabitant of 
Charlestown in 1640, became a member of the church in 1641, and 
a freeman on June 2, 1641. His public service began in 1642 with 
his election as selectman. He was elected that same year as 
Deputy to the General Court and was re-elected in 1646, 1648, 
1650, 1655, 1657 and 1658; being Speaker of the House of Depu- 
ties in 1648, 1650, 1654, 1656 and 1658. He was Treasurer of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony for over twenty years, from 1644 
to his death in 1676, and was an Assistant to the Governor from 
1659 to his death. He joined the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company in 1644. On his death his will made bequests of 
£100 to Harvard, £100 to the church, 450 for a minister’s house, 
and £200 for the poor; very unusual generosity considering the 
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times. His gravestone reads: “Who served his country as 
Treasurer more than treble apprenticeship.” A daughter, by the 
first marriage,

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JOHN SANFORD 


Joun* SaNnForp was born in Alford, Lincolnshire, England, but 
the date of his birth is not known. His parents were Samuel and 
Eleanor ( ) Sanford of Alford but nothing is known of their 
ancestry. John’ was the first of the line in this country and he 
died in November, 1653. He first married, about 1636, probably 
in Boston, Elizabeth? Webb, daughter of Henry Webb, a well- 
known merchant of that town. She died July 14, 1635, and he 
married, secondly, probably in 1637, Bripcer? Hutcuinson, who 
was born in Alford, the same town as her husband, on January 15, 
1618/19. She survived her husband and married, secondly, about 
1655, Major William Phillips. She died in Boston, her will being 
dated September 29, 1696, and proved August 18, 1608 (see 
HutcHinson). John’ Sanford sailed for New England in the 
ship “Lyon” about the middle of August, 1631, his fellow pas- 
sengers including the Rev. John Eliot and John Winthrop. Jr. 
They reached Boston November 3, 1631. and Sanford’s name 
appears shortly afterwards as a member of the First Church of 
Boston and he was made a freeman of Boston April 3, 1632. He 
was employed at the fort in Boston as cannoneer from 1632 to 
1637 and in 1634 and 1636 he was also surveyor of arms and 
ammunition, drawing pay of £30 annually. On March 1, 1636, 
he was appointed a selectman for Boston and served until his 
forced departure from the town. This came about because of the 
trial of his mother-in-law Anne Hutchinson, as a result of which 
all her relatives came under suspicion. Sanford was one of the 
fifty-eight members of the First Church who were disarmed in 
1637 by order of the Council which feared that the “dangerous 
errors” of their leader had contaminated them. The banishment 
of the Hutchinsons came in 1638 and Sanford and his wife accom- 
panied them, he becoming with eighteen others the founders of the 
new settlement of Aquidneck which later became Rhode Island.

Sanford lived in that spot which became afterwards known as 





Portsmouth and there he held many important offices. He was 
Recorder in 1639, Constable in 1640, Recorder of His Majesty’s 
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Colony of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations in 1642; 
Lieutenant, 1644, Assistant in 1647-1649, and President (Gov- 
ernor) of the towns of Portsmouth and Newport in 1653. A son 
of the second marriage, 


Pretec? SANFoRD, was born at Portsmouth, Rhode Island, May 
Io, 1639; died at Newport in 1701. He first married about 1670, 
Mary? Brenton, daughter of William! Brenton, who was Governor 
of Rhode Island from 1666 to 1668. She died in 1674 and San- 
ford married, secondly, on December 1, 1674, Mary? Coppincron, 
who was born May 16, 1654, died March, 1693 (see CoppINcTon ). 
He was prominent in military and civil life from early manhood. 
He was commissioned Captain of a troop of horse on July 24, 
1667; was Major Commandant of the Rhode Island militia in 
1679 and 1680; and Lieutenant Colonel in 1687. In King 
Philip’s War he had a part in the capture of King Philip in 1676. 
His first civil appointment was the important one of Governor’s 
Assistant, which he held from 1667 to 1660, declining reappoint- 
ment in 1670. From 1670 to 1677 he was Deputy from Newport ; 
in 1677 and 1683 Agent for the Colony in England; from 1678 
to 1681 General Treasurer of the Colony; Assistant again 1677- 
1678; and Governor of Rhode Island from 1680 to 1683. His 
two trips to England were made to present Rhode Island’s case 
in its border controversy with Connecticut. In 1687 he was 
appointed to the Council of Governor Andros but declined to 
serve. On January 31, 1698, the King commissioned him as 
Judge of the Admiralty but the Governor of Rhode Island would 
not recognize the appointment, in which decision Sanford appar- 
ently agreed as he is quoted as saying: ‘“‘Any commission direct 
from his Majesty is considered as an infringement of the charter 
privileges, and those who take them are looked upon as enemies 
to the state.” At his death in 1701 he left a large estate, including 
“houses and lands in Portsmouth and Newport, land on the Merri- 
mac River and the Saco, also 573 acres on Elizabeth Island and 
the whole of Rose Island, 2 quantity of plate and household goods, 
a negro woman named Hull, and two negro men, Diruke and 
George.” Among his children by his second wife was a daughter, 
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EvizaseTH® SANForD, born in 1680; died October 23, 1762. 
Married at Newport September 3, 1705, THomMas* Noyes, born 
at Stonington August 15, 1679, died at Stonington June 26, 1755 
(see Noyes).

THOMAS SANFORD 


THomas* SanForp was born in 1607 or 1608 in Essex County, 
Engiand, probably at Hatfield Broad Oak. He died in September 
or October, 1681, in Milford, Connecticut. In 1636 or 1637 he 
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married one SARAH, surname lost. The marriage was probably 
in Dorchester, Massachusetts, and she died in Milford on May 14, 
1681. Thomas? was the son of Ezechiell Sanford of Stanstead 
Mountfitchet, England, and was the brother of Robert and 
Andrew Sanford, who also came to America. Thomas’ first 
appears in Dorchester, Massachusetts, a town settled in 1630 but 
where the records begin in 1632. He was certainly among the 
first settlers and was there prior to 1634. On March 9, 1637, he 
received the freeman’s right and several pieces of land were 
allotted to him; four acres in 1634, sixteen in 1635 and two again 
in 1635. He remained in Dorchester until sometime between 1638 
and 1640 when he moved to the new settlement at Milford, Con- 
necticut. He is considered one of the founders of this town which 
dates from 1639. Land in Milford was allotted to him in 1643, 
1651, 1656, and 1659. He joined the First Church at Milford on 
January 9, 1642, and his wife was admitted to membership on 
December 15, 1642. The will of Thomas was made on September 
23, 1681, and the inventory of his estate taken October 21, 1681, 
showed him worth £450:18:03. He was a nephew of Andrew" 
Warner (see WARNER) and may have come to New England with 
him in 1632. A son, 


Epuraim? SANForD, was born on May 17, 1646, in Milford, 
Connecticut; died there in 1687. On November 18, 1669, he 
married Mary? Powe (see PowELL). She was baptized July 
20, 1645, in New Haven, date of death unknown. His estate was 
inventoried at £382: 16:06.

SAMUEL? SANFoRD, was born May 9, 1674, in Milford, and died 
there in 1749. He first married, in November, 1695, Hannax® 
Batpwin, who was born July 11, 1674, died January 14, 1726, in 
Milford (see Barpwin). He married, secondly, Esther, the 
widow of Deacon Nathaniel Parmelee of Killingsworth, Con- 
necticut.

Joszru* SaNnForD, was born in Milford on July 5, 1701; died 
in Litchfield, Connecticut, on September 9, 1754.

StmEoN® SANFORD, was born on May 6, 1775, in Litchfield; 

He married, on December 27, 1708, 
EizaBeTtH’ Post, born in Rutland, Vermont, on April 2, 1781, 
died on May 25, 1853, aged seventy-two (see Post). He was a 
prosperous farmer at Cornwall, Vermont, and earlier at South 
Farms, Connecticut. A son, 


Rotiin? SANForRD, was born on March 27, 1806, in Cornwall, 
Vermont, and died on December 2, 1879, in New York City. He 
married three times. First, on May 25, 1835, to Maria Seymour, 
who died April 5, 1836. Secondly, on September 10, 1839, to 
Lucy? Ann Wricut, born November 25, 1816, who died April 
20, 1843 (see Wricut). Thirdly, on April 28, 1847, to Clarinda 
W. Harrison, who died January 12, 1884. He graduated from 
Yale College in the class of 1831 and then studied law in the office 
of the Hon. William H. Seward at Auburn, New York. He was 
admitted to the bar and began practice in New York City, but his 
health failing, went to join his cousins, John C. Sanford and 
Henry J. Sanford, in the Stamford Manufacturing Company of 
Stamford, Connecticut. He continued as a director and large 
stockholder in this company until his death, leaving a large estate.

THomas' Sayre was born about 1590; died in 1670. The 
name of his wife is not known. He was from Bedfordshire, 
England, and reached Lynn, Massachusetts, in 1635 and ‘owned 
sixty acres there in 1638. In 1640 he was one of the eight 
original ‘‘Undertakers” or founders of the new colony of South- 
ampton, Long Island. There he was a townsman (selectman) in 
1654 and served on many committees. He saw some service as a 
scout against the Indians. By occupation he was a farmer and 
tanner. A son, 


DANIEL? Sayre, born probably in Bedfordshire, England; died 
in 1708. He married HANNanH? Foster, who died before him 
(see FosTER). His second wife was SARAH, surname unknown. 
He lived at Southampton and was a weaver there. He was a 
member of the whaling squadron from 1657 to 1667. He was 
later a resident of Bridgehampton. A son, 


Natuan® Sayre, dates of birth and death unknown, married 
Mary, surname lost. He lived at Southampton for the early part 
of his life, owning fifty acres there in 1712. In 1720 he bought 
land in Middlesex, Connecticut, and moved there. <A son, 


MatrHew* Sayre, born in Southampton, about 1717; died in 
East Haddam, Connecticut, February 25, 1796, in 79th year. He 
married March 13, 1746, at East Haddam, MartHa® WarNER, 
born May 15, 1725, probably in Sunderland, Massachusetts; died 
in East Haddam, March 17, 1797 (see WARNER).

SMALLEY 


JoHn' Smatitey (whose name also appears sometimes as 
“Small”) was in Plymouth in 1632. He had arrived in New 
England that year and appears at Boston on June 5, 1632. He 
was a freeman in Plymouth in 1642. In 1644 he moved to East- 
ham, where he remained the rest of his life. There he was 
constable in 1646 and surveyor in 1649. In 1638 he married ANN 
WaLDEN. He was alive as late as 1668. 

It is uncertain from which son this line descends. It is known 
that John’ had two sons, John’, born in 1644 and Isaac’, born in 
1647, but their respective descendants have never been determined.

Henry? Suir born in'1588; died in 1648. The name of his 
first wife is lost. The second was Dororay, whose surname is 
gone. She married, secondly, in 1649, John Russell, and died at 
Hadley, Massachusetts, in 1694. Smith was a clergyman, a grad- 
uate of Cambridge University, referred to during his time as “a 
gentleman of good family.” He arrived at Charlestown in 1636 
or 1637, but went to Wethersfield, Connecticut, in or before 1639, 
taking his wife, several children, and servants. He was settled 
at Wethersfield in 1641 as the first regular pastor. Governor 
Winthrop appointed him specially as a member of the General 
Court of Connecticut in 1636.

SPENCER 
Gerarp* SpENCex was baptized in St. Mary’s Church, Stotfoid, 
Bedfordshire, England, on April 25, 1614, and died at East 
Haddam, Connecticut, in 1685. His wife was named Hannag, 
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but her surname has been lost. The Christian name Gerard 
appears in the records under several spellings, including Gerrard, 
Jared, Garrett, and Jarrard. Spencer first appeared at New 
Towne (Cambridge), Massachusetts, in 1634, when he owned land 
on the south side of the river. He moved to Lynn, where he was 
granted by the General Court on March 13, 1637/8, the ferry 
right for two years. In 1656 he was Ensign of the train band at 
Lynn. He was afterwards one of the first settlers of Haddam, 
Connecticut. He represented that town in the General Court as 
Deputy from 1674 to 1683 and was appointed Ensign of the train 
band on September 14, 1675. A daughter, 


Hanna’ Spencer, born about 1641 at Lynn; died before or 
about 1691. Married Daniet’ Brainerp about 1663/4. He was 
born about 1641 in England, died April 1, 1715, aged seventy-four 
years, in Haddam, Connecticut (see BRAINERD).

STANTON 


THomas' STANTON was intended by his family in England for 
a soldier and was being educated as a cadet when his distaste for 
military life and his devotion to religious principles led him to 
leave his native country in 1635. He sailed on the ship “Bona- 
venture” and landed in Virginia but left there almost at once for 
Boston. On his trip north he mingled with the Indians and 
learned much of their language and customs. At Boston he was 
recognized as a man of talents and he was appointed the next year 
to accompany Fenwick aiid Peters as interpreter on a mission to 
Saybrook, Connecticut, to hold a conference with the Pequot 
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Indians. Soon afterwards Stanton went to Hartford and took 
up his permanent residence there in 1637. That same year the 
authorities at Hartford voted him ten pounds for the service he 
had already done as interpreter and negotiator and appointed him 
as a public officer, he being official interpreter for the Courts. 
Owing to some disagreement with Captain John Mason, Stanton’s 
salary of ten pounds a year was discontinued for two years but 
he was restored in 1648 to his former pay. He was the friend 
and the interpreter of Governor Winthrop of Connecticut and 
while thus employed visited the Pawcatuck Valley and was one 
of the first two men to found the settlement later known as Ston- 
ington, Connecticut. He was granted permission to erect a trad- 
ing house there in 1650 and moved there the same year. In 1657 
his family joined him at that spot. In 1643 he had been appointed 
interpreter general for the confederated New England Colonies. 
In 1658 he was appointed selectman and magistrate at Pawcatuck 
(Stonington). From 1662 to the time of his death he was 
magistrate and commissioner. Also he was representative to the 
General Court of Connecticut from 1666 to 1675. In 1666, when 
courts were established in New London County, Connecticut, 
Stanton was one of the three judges appointed. He continued 
on intimate terms with the Indians. In 1670 Uncas, the Mohegan 
Sachem, accompanied by a group of his chief warriors, went to 
Stanton to have his will written. Stanton married in 1637, 
Anna’ Lorp.

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STILES 


Francis' STILEs was baptized in Milbroke, Bedfordshire, Eng- 
land, on August 1, 1602. He died before 1665. He married in 
England, his wife probably being the Joaw StrLEs who came over 
at the age of thirty-five, with the Saltonstall party. After her 
husband’s death, the estate being settled in 1665, she married 
Robert Clark of Stratford, made her will on June 5, 1677, and died 
in 1682, leaving her property to her Stiles children. Francis was 
one of four brothers, the others being Henry, Thomas and John, 
all children of Thomas and Maria Stiles, who emigrated to New 
England and settled in Windsor, Connecticut, in 1635. Francis 
was the ancestor of most of the Woodbury and Stratford families 
of the name. He was a master carpenter and builder in London 
for sometime before coming to this country. The most enterpris- 
ing of the brothers, he was selected by Sir Richard Saltonstall and 
his associates as their steward or manager and sent out ahead of 
their colony. He sailed in a pinnace belonging to Saltonstall on 
or about March 16, 1634/5, being in charge of a party of twenty- 
two male adults, three adult women, and two children. His three 
brothers, his wife and his brother John’s wife were in the party. 
The voyage ended at Boston on June 16, 1635, and the brothers 
proceeded to the new settlement of Windsor, Connecticut, and 
were given land together. Francis, who was the only one of the 
four brothers to be given the honorable address of “Mr.,” was at 
Saybrook in 1647. He was active in Saltonstall’s affairs, rather 
to his disadvantage, although he was said by Governor Wolcott to 
have been “a man of great business.” One of his land transfers 
with Saltonstall includes as part payment “a butt of sack at the 
(Connecticut) River’s mouth.” Francis evidently had a high 
temper and was several times in court. In March, 1654, for 
instance, he peppered an Indian at Stratford “in his body, with 
swann shott, uppon a Sabbath day” and was arrested for it. 
There is a difference among historians as to whether he ever lived 
at Stratford as he owned no land there. His date of removal 
from Windsor is also uncertain, as, although he owned a church 
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seat there as late as January, 1659/60, he seems to have moved 
away before that time, probably to Saybrook. A daughter, 


HANNAH? STILES, married, probably in 1651 or 1652, Epwarv* 
Hinman, date of birth uncertain; died November 26, 1681 (see

TABER 


Puitip* TaBER was born about 1605, presumably in England, 
and died after 1672, probably in Tiverton, Rhode Island. He first 
married, place and date unknown, Lyp1a? Masters, for whom the 
dates are not known (see Masters). He married, secondly, 
JANE, surname lost, who died about and after 1669. Philip Taber 
(sometimes Tabor) frst appears in Watertown, Massachusctts, in 
1634, and was a freeman there on May 14th of that year. In 
April of the same year he subscribed toward the building of the 
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galley for security of the harbor. He was also one of the first 
settlers of Yarmouth, Massachusetts. and represented that town in 
the earliest Assembly of Plymouth Colony in 1639 and 1640. He 
then seems to have gone to Martha’s Vineyard and appeared in 
New London, Connecticut, in 1651, where he resided until going to 
Portsmouth, Rhode Island, about 1656, when he was made a free- 
man there. He was a Commissioner from Portsmouth to the 
General Court of Rhode Island in 1660 and 1663, and from 
Providence in 1661. In January, 1664, he sold a house in Ports- 
mouth and referred to himself as a resident of Providence. In 
1665 he sold another house and ten acres of land in Portsmouth. 
In 1672 he was still a resident of Providence but is supposed to 
have later moved to Tiverton and to have died there. By his first 
wife, a daughter,

1718. She married, as his second wife, PaArpon*? TILLINGHasT, 
on April 16, 1664, he being born in 1622, near Beachey Head 
(now Eastbourne), Surrey, England.

Epmunp! Tapp was one of the founders of Milford in the New 
Haven Colony. His will is dated April 1, 1653, and proved April

He was a magistrate or judge that year in Milford when the town 
was first settled.

TEN EYCK 


CoENRAET' TEN Eycx settled in New Amsterdam, New Nether- 
land, about 1650, coming from old Amsterdam, Holland. By 
occupation he was a tanner, shoe dealer, and small manufacturer 
and was quite successful in business. He married twice, first to 
Marra Bone (also appears as Boise and Boeren), also from 
Amsterdam, who was the mother of his children. She had died 
before 1682 as on April 15th of that year he married, secondly, 
Annatje Daniels, who had been twice widowed, her earlier hus- 
bands being Joseph Waldron and Herman Smeeman. Coenraet’s* 
will was dated September 4, 1686, and proved April 5, 1687, so 
his death occurred between those dates. On April 13, 1657, he 
received the Small Burgher right. He was a Lance Corporal in 
the Burgher Guard in 1653 and a Schepen in 1657 and 1673. He 
owned as early as 1653 a house lot on the west side of the “Heere 
Graft” (Broad Street, between Beaver and Pearl Streets), and 
had tan pits further up the same street. Coentie’s Slip perpet- 
uates his name. He owned property there and on the south side 
of Pearl Street as well. In 1675 he with three other shoemakers 
and tanners bought part of the former property of Cornelis van 
Tienhoven, bounded now by Maiden Lane, Ann Street, Broadway, 
and a line on the east between William and Gold Streets, desiring 
this land in order to place their tan pits in the low ground along 
Maiden Lane and use the rest of the tract, which was long known 
as “Shoemaker’s Field,” for pasturage. In October, 1664, he 
swore allegiance to the British King. In September of that same 
year he was one of the signers of the Remonstrance to the Direc- 
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tor General of New Netherland. In March, 1674, he was worth 
five thousand florins, a respectable sum for the times. His will 
leaves to his son, Tobias”, the rent of two houses for a year and 
mentions the matrimonial agreement Coenraet* had made with his 
second wife by which he was to pay her two thousand guilders.

TILLINGHAST 


Parpon:? TILLINGHAST was born in 1622 near Beachey Head 
(now Eastbourne), Surrey, England; died on January 29, 1718, 
aged ninety-six. He married, first, a Miss Butterworth, said 
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to have been of Rehoboth, Massachusetts. He married, secondly, 
on April 16, 1664, Lyp1a? Taper, date and place of birth 
unknown; died after 1718 (see Taser). The tradition is that 
Pardon Tillinghast fought at the Battle of Marston Moor under 
Cromwell. He reached Rhode Island in 1644, settling at Provi- 
dence. There at first he was a shopkeeper, with other avocations, 
such as cooper. On May 18, 1658, he was admitted freeman. 
He was a Deputy to the General Assembly of Rhode Island, 1672, 
1680, 1690, 1694, 1697, and 1700. He was Overseer of the Poor 
in 1687; Town Treasurer, 1707-1711; and member of the Town 
Council, 1688-1707. In 1681 he became Pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Providence and served for about forty years. He 
built the first meeting house in Providence at his own expense and 
gave it to the Baptist Society in 1711. One of his sermons, 
attacking the Friends, was published in 1689. A daughter by the 
second marriage,

TOWNSEND 


Davin' TownsEnp is the first of this line as now established. 
He was the original owner of what was known as Lot Number 6 
in the Oblong, now in Dutchess County, New York. This was 
probably between 1730 and 1733, when several families went from 
Long isiand io ihe Oblong, especially to the South East Precinct, 
near the line of Westchester County. His ownership of this lot 
is certain in 1735. No evidence of his residence there seems to 
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exist, but his son Elihu? Townsend lived there as early as 1745. 
It has so far been impossible to determine the parentage of David 
Townsend, although often attempted. Certainly he was from 
Oyster Bay, Long Island, and a descendant of one of the three 
brothers, John, Henry, and Richard, who established the Town- 
send family, first at Flushing, and then at Oyster Bay in or about 
1661. It seems most likely that David was a son of Daniel, who 
was a son of the first John, as Daniel is known to have been the 
progenitor of most of the early Townsends found in the northern 
counties of New York State, but no proof of this exists. Nor is 
the name of David Townsend’s wife known. He had a son, 


E.ruvu? TowNsEND, who is said to have been born in Oyster 
Bay in August, 1704. He was living on Oblong Lot Number 6 
in the extreme south-eastern corner of Dutchess County in 1745. 
He is said to have lived to the age of 102, dying July, 1805, at 
North Salem, New York, and to have been active until the last 
six weeks of his life.

Urran® TowNsEND, was born in 1732, and died in 1804.

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TROWBRIDGE 


Tuomas’? TROWBRIDGE was probably born in Taunton, Somer- 
setshire, England, where he lived and where his family had lived 
before him. He was buried there on February 7, 1672/3. On 
March 26, 1627, he married in Exeter, Devonshire, EL1zaBeTH 
MarsHALt, daughter of John and Alice (Bevys) Marshall, who 
was baptized March 24, 1602/3, in Exeter. He was a mercer in 
Exeter before coming to this country on what was evidently 
intended as a visit, as he left his eldest son at home and retained 
his property. He arrived at Dorchester, Massachusetts, with his 
wife and two sons, perhaps as early as 1636. He owned Jand in 
Dorchester but removed to New Haven about 1638, where he had 
a house. Sometime in the fall of 1641, or shortly before that, he 
returned to England and remained there. <A son, 


Tuomas? Trowsripce, baptized December 11, 1631/2 in 
Exeter, Devonshire, England; died August 22, 1702, in New 
Haven. He first married on June 24, 1657, in New Haven. 
Saran? RuTHERFORD, born July 31, 1641, in New Haven, died 
there January 5, 1687 (see RurHERForD). He married, secondly, 
on Apri! 2, 1689, Hannah (Nash) Ball, widow of Eliphalet Ball 
of New Haven and daughter of John Nash. She was born July 
24, 1655, in New Haven, died there February 3, 1707/8. He 
came as a child with his parents to Dorchester and was taken with 
them to New Haven. There he was educated under Ezekiel 
Cheever, famous schoolmaster of his time, and, when his father 
returned to England, was left with his brothers in care of a 
former servant, Henry Gibbons. Gibbons was a bad choice as he 
impaired the property greatly and alienated some of it, and, in 
April, 1644, the town placed the remaining property and the 
Trowbridge children under the care of Sergeant Thomas Jeffrey 
and his wife—the children “to be well educated and nurtured in 
the fear of God.” On April 4, 1654, Thomas? took the oath of 
fidelity, shortly after married, and settled down as a merchant. 
He lived on the present Water Street, built and owned ware- 
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houses and docks, controlled ships, and was a highly successful 
merchant, trading with England, the West Indies and other 
colonies. 

On October 1, 1653, he was a “watch sentinel.” He was fre- 
quently a juryman, was county treasurer in 1667; freeman on 
May 20, 1668; on November 28, 1673, made commissary of an 
expedition to be sent against the Dutch; confirmed as Lieutenant 
of the New Haven troop on May 20, 1675; and probably served 
in King Philip’s War, as he was appointed also on September 24, 
1675, as a member of a committee of defense of New Haven, and 
the colony was in a state of alarm at the time. He was treasurer 
of the town in 1679 and 1680, a selectman for eight years and a 
justice of the peace in 1687. In 1690 he was chairman of a com- 
mittee to prepare and provision a vessel for relief of the colonial 
army at Albany. His fellow-townsmen regularly nominated him 
as Assistant from 1690 to 1697 but he was not elected. From 
1690 to 1693 he was a commissioner. His interest in education 
was large and he was a trustee from 1683 to his death of Hopkins 
Grammar School, an institution which stil] exists. A daughter, 
by the first marriage, 


Lypra® TroweripcE, born June 7, 1666, in New Haven. Mar- 
ried in 1681, RicHarp? RoswELt, born at Charlestown in 1665, 
died at New Haven in March, 1702 (see RoswELt).

VAN DYCK 


Frans CrarsEN Van Dycx (Dyk), meaning “Francis son of 
Nicholas from the dyke,” first appears in the records of New 
Amsterdam in October, 1655, when he made a voluntary contribu- 
tion toward the fund to build fortifications for the city. He gave 
six florins and his occupation is given as pilot. The next mention 
of him is in June and July, 1656, when he was brought before the 
court by Jan Vinje who complained that Van Dyck’s young son 
with other “school boys” had done damage among his peas and 
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corn. The court appointed a commission to inquire into the 
matter and Van Dyck was let off because Vinje had beaten the 
son severely at the time of the escapade. On April 18, 1657, 
Frans Claesen had the burgher right. He had died before Octo- 
ber, 1660, when his widow, Immetye Dircxs, appeared in court 
as a petitioner. She was living in 1665 on Smee (Smith) Street. 
There were other families of the name Van Dyck in its different 
spellings (Dyk, Dyke, Dike, etc.) in New Amsterdam, in par- 
ticular those of Hendrick Van Dyke, Schout Fiscal (State’s 
Attorney), and Jan Thomasse Van Dyke. Frans’ Claesen had 
a son, 


TymeEn? Franszen Van Dycx, baptized in New Amsterdam 
September 26, 1657. Married in New York City May 12, 1681, 
LyssetH?

PIETER’ WESSELSZEN (Peter, son of Wessels), who came from 
Norden in East Friesland, according to his marriage record. first 
appears in the records in 1661 when he and a group of four or 
five others were brought before the Court of New Amsterdam 
several times in order to settle an account for liquors consumed. 
The “Plaintiff says that they sat together drinking three nights 
and three days.” Pieter finally had to pay his share, seven 
guilders with costs. In 1667 the carters of the town were formed 
into a guild and made City Carters, Pieter appearing as one of 
them, and he was certainly in the same business as late as 1673. 
On May 109, 1669, in the Dutch Church of New York, he married 
JosyntTyjE THoMas, a young woman from Utrecht. He had died 
before October 5, 1679, as his widow on that day married Gerrit 
Hendrickszen. She also survived him and married a third time, 
her latest husband being Anthony Serby (also as Sarley), and the 
marriage being on February 7, 1685. They had both died by 
1702. Among the children of Pieter’, a son, 


JoHANNES*? PIETERSE Van NorbDEN, was baptized in New York

Joun? WAKEFIELD was one of the first settlers of the New 
Haven Colony, first appearing there as a court witness on Novem- 
ber 4, 1640. He died there in 1660. His wife was named ANN, 
surname lost, and she survived him and on October 17, 1661, mar- 
ried James Clark of New Haven and removed with him to Strat- 
ford before 1669; she dying at Stratford in 1695. Although 
Wakefield was a resident of New Haven he appears to have been 
at Watertown, Massachusetts, in 1646/7, although owning no 
house there. He was a miller by occupation and in 1648 was 
ordered by the court at New Haven to temporarily keep the town 
mill. His will was proved December 4, 1660, and the inventory 
showed his estate worth £116.3.1. A daughter, 


Mary? WAKEFIELD, born August 21, 1645, married on October 
27, 1663, EBENEZER Drepie. After his death she married, 
secondly, on June 28, 1667, James? Hittver, born July 23, 1644, 
died July 29, 1720.

WARNER 


ANDREW? WARNER was born in England about 1595; died in 
Hadley, Massachusetts, December 18, 1684, aged ninety. The 
name of his first wife is not known. He married, secondly, about 
1659, Esther (or Hester) (Wakeman) Selden. He is first on 
record in this country as a resident of Newtowne (Cambridge) 
on January 7, 1632/3, when he already owned land there. He 
was a freeman of the Massachusetts Bay Colony on May 14, 1634. 
He sold out his Newtowne land on December 20, 1636, and 
removed at or about this time to Hartford, of which colony he 
was one of the founders. He received eighty-four acres, the ninth 
largest share among the first settlers. He was a Surveyor of 
Highways in 1639 and 1647 and served on many town committees. 
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In 1659 he disposed of his property in Hartford and moved to 
Hadley, Massachusetts. There he was townsman (selectman) in 
1660, 1667, and 1673 and on various committees. He served in 
the cavalry troop of Major Mason in 1658, and in 1663 was'in the 
Hampshire Troop of Capt. Pynchon. A soni by the first marriage, 


- Dantec? Warner, was probably born in New England and pre- 
sumably between 1632 and 1635. He died at. Hatfield on- April 
30, 1692.. He first married Mary, surname missing, who died on 
September 19 (or 29), 1672. He married, secondly, April 1, 
1674, Martha Boltwood, who died September. ‘32, 1710. He 
accompanied his father in 1659 from Hartford to Hadley and 
settled in that part of Hadley set off in 1670 as the town of Hat- 
field.

WELLS 


PETER’ WELLS was born in England about 1630 and emigrated 
to America. He first appears at Jamestown, Rhode Island, in 
1679 when he had the freeman right. He probably had not 
reached Jamestown much earlier than that as in 1715 he testified 
in a hearing as to land ownership in that town forty-two years 
before. This record of 1715 is the last known of him and the 
name of his wife has been lost. Among their children, a son, 


PETER? WELLS, born in 1681 and died in 1732. He lived-in 
South Kingstown, Rhode Island, to which his father had moved 
late in life. He first married ANN? Watson (see WATSON).

Witt1am' Wiicoxson, whose descendants usually bear the 
name Wilcox, was born in or about 1601 in St. Albans, Hertford- 
shire, England.

WILLOUGHBY 


WILL1AM WILLOUGHBY was never in America, his son being 
the first of the family here, but the father’s life is deserving of 
special mention. He was born in Chiddingstone, Kent, England, 
about 1588, a son of Christopher and Martha ( ) Willoughby 
of that place. He married ErizaBetrs, surname lost, before 1613. 
As early as 1628 he appears in the government service as Pur- 
veyor of Timber for the Royal Navy and the records show that 
he was the owner of a number of ships. When the Civil War 
came in 1643 he raised and commanded a company of one hundred 
“well affected and stout youngsters” and the following year 
became colonel! of the “Regiment of (Yellow) Auxiliaries of the 
Hamlets of the Tower.” On February 16, 1648/9 he was 
appointed by the House of Commons as Master Attendant for 
Portsmouth and Commissioner of the Royal Navy there, and died 
shortly afterwards, March 30, 1651, holding those offices. He 
was buried in St. Thomas’ Church, Portsmouth, his gravestone 
bearing the arms of the ancient Willoughby de Eresby family and 
carrying the following inscription : 

“Heere vnder tyeth ye body of Willi: Wuillovby Esq. formerly Collo: of 
a Regiment belonging to the Hamlets of ve Tower (London) and at his 
deceas a Commissioner of ye Navie, aged 63 yearrs, who departed this life 
ye 30 March 1651. Mors mihi Lvcrum.” 


He was born under Queen Elizabeth, lived through the reigns of 
James I and Charles I, and served under the rule of Parliament 
but did not live until the Protectorate of Cromwell. After his 
death an examination of his accounts showed money owing to him 
for the hire of ships to guard the Thames during insurrections in 
Kent and Essex and the Council of State ordered that his estate 
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be reimbursed. His widow Elizabeth, after remaining awhile in 
Portsmouth, moved to London and left there to accompany her 
son Francis! to New England in 1662. Her will was made in 
London in May, 1662, and gave directions unusual at that time 
that no-one should wear mourning for her at the time of her death. 
A son, 


FRANCis! WiLLoUGHBY, was born about 1613 and died April 3, 
1671, aged fifty-eight. He married three times; first, Mary, who 
died in 1640; secondly, about 1640-1641, Sarah Taylor, who 
died in 1654; and thirdly, about 1658-1659, Marcarer’ (LocKe) 
TayLor, widow of Daniel Taylor and daughter of William and 
Susanna (Cole) Locke of Wimbledon, Surrey (see Locke). He 
first went to New England about 1638, with his wife and a son. 
Governor Hutchinson wrote of him as “a gentleman from Eng- 
land.” He was admitted as an inhabitant of Charlestown, Massa- 
chusetts, on August 22, 1638, and joined the First Church there 
on October 10, 1639. The following year, May 13, 1640, he 
became a freeman. His property in Charlestown was a house 
and lot facing north on Elbow Lane, later Bow Street, and he 
also owned three hundred acres in what became Wilmington. In 
the year 1639-1640 he joined the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Boston and he was an Ensign in the militia. In 1640 
his first wife died and he returned to England, married again 
and promptly went back to Boston. He was selectman of Boston 
in 1640 and for seven years thereafter, and was Deputy from 
Charlestown in 1642, 1646, and 1649; Assistant in 1650, 1651, 
and 1664; and elected Deputy Governor in 1665, holding that 
office until his death in 1671. About 1641 he built a ship and 
had large interests in building warehouses and wharves. In 1648 
he was in England and had a quarrel on the Exchange with some- 
one who spoke disparagingly of New England and her people, 
Willoughby securing an apology and the Exchange forcing the 
critic to donate five pounds to the poor of New England. In 
1651 he was again in England, settling his father’s estate, and was 
followed there by his family in 1653, Willoughby meanwhile hav- 
ing become one of the naval commissioners of Portsmouth, an 
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office he held seven years. He was also elected to Parliament 
from Portsmouth on January 8, 1658/9 but served only until 
Cromwell dissolved the Parliament in April of that year. His 
second wife had died soon after this last return to England and 
he now married for the third time, his wife being a widow with a 
large fortune. With the Restoration Willoughby left the Naval 
Office, being succeeded by Samuel Pepys, who makes several 
mentions of his predecessor in his famous diary. 

Willoughby continued to live in England, being a merchant in 
London, until 1662, when in the spring he sailed again for New 
England, taking with him his mother, as well as his wife and 
children. His elections as Assistant and Deputy Governor, as 
already. mentioned, followed his new arrival in Massachusetts. 
He also served on numerous committees, such as those to inquire 
into the state of Harvard College and to raise volunteers for war 
against the Dutch. For his many public services he was granted 
by the General Court on October 12, 1669, one thousand acres of 
land “in any place that may not prejudice a plantation.” He died 
shortly afterwards, leaving a large estate of over forty-eight hun- 
dred pounds. In his will he mentions his “affection to, and desires 
for the prosperity of” Harvard College and explains that he leaves 
it nothing because of the indifference of the people toward that 
institution. Willoughby was buried with great ceremony for the 
times, with eleven foot companies in attendance, three volleys 
from muskets and “the loud roaring of the great guns.” His 
widow, Marcaret, married February 8, 1674/5 Willoughby’s 
cousin and intimate friend, Captain Lawrence Hammond. She 
died February 2, 1682/3. A daughter by the third marriage was 


SUsANNAH? WiLLoucHey, born August 19, 1664. Married in 
1683, NarHanteL? Lynpe. Died February 22, 1709/10. He 
was born in Boston, November 22, 1659, died at Saybrook, 
Connecticut, October 5, 1729 (see LyNDE).

WOLCOTT 


Henry* Wotcort, a son of John Wolcott of Tolland, Somerset, 
England, was baptized at Tolland on December 6, 1578. He mar- 
ried in England on January 19, 1606 (his age being then given 
as twenty-eight}, ExizasetH Saunpers, daughter of Thomas 
Saunders of Lyard, St. Lawrence, Somersetshire, England. She 
was born in 1574. He died in Windsor, Connecticut, on May 30, 
1655, and his wife in Windsor on July 17, 1655. They arrived 
in this country in 1630, together with three sons. Henry Wolcott 
was of the group known as “the Dorchester Company.” His 
departure from England involved a real sacrifice for the sake of 
religious freedom as he is known to have given up an office as 
magistrate and disposed of a large estate before departure. He 
reached the colony at Dorchester, Massachusetts, in 1631. He 
was a member of the first General Court of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony. In 1635 he was active in forming a new colony in Con- 
necticut and moved there; the town being called Windsor. In 
1636 he was chosen constable. He was Deputy for Windsor to 
the first General Assembly of the Connecticut Colony. From 
1643 to his death in 1655 he was a member of the House of 
Magistrates. A daughter, 


Anna? Wotcott, born about 1620 in England; died in 
Windsor in 1700. Married in Windsor on October 16, 1646, 
MatrHewt Griswotp, born about 1620, died in Lyme on 
September 27, 1698 (see GriswoLp).

Henry! Woopwarp came in the “James,” Captain Taylor, in 
the summer of 1635. with Richard Mather, and settled first at 
Dorchester, Massachusetts, where his name first appears on the 
records in 1639. He was a physician and seems to have practiced 
his profession in this country. He removed to Northampton in 
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1659 where he was one of the founders of the first church and 
where he remained until his death on April 7, 1685. He was 
quartermaster of the Hampshire Troop in 1663. He was killed 
by lightning at a grist-mill. His wife was named ELizasern, 
surname lost. She was with him at Dorchester and lived until 
August 16, 1690. A daughter,

“famous for his readiness to fight Indians on every expedition.”

THOMAS WRIGHT 


THoMas' WRIGHT was baptized in England on November 19, 
1610; died at Wethersfield, Connecticut, in April, 1670. He first 
married in England a daughter of Lieutenant William C. Cran- 
broke of Canbroke, County Kent. She came to New England 
with him on the “Susan and Ellen” in 1635, but soon died at 
Boston. He later married, secondly, Margaret, widow of John 
Elson, this marriage being on May 2, 1647. She died on April 
4, 1671. Thomas! was a son of John and Grace (Glascock) 
Wright of Brook Hall, Brook Street (a village), Essex. Upon 
his arrival in this country he seems to have first resided at Water- 
town, Massachusetts. During these first few years he served as 
an Assistant to the Governor before the government was estab- 
lished at Boston.

He married, secondly, a sister of 
his first wite, MEeRcy? SioppaRD, on March ro, 1685 (see Stop- 
DARD). He lived in Wethersfield, where he owned land east of 
the Great River. A son, by the first marriage, 
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JosepH® Wricut, born February 14, 1669/70; died September 
2 or 10, 1756, aged eighty-seven years. Married May 21, 1701, 
Mary® Dubey, who died November 25, 1755, in her seventy- 
seventh year (see DupLEY).

He was a Deputy from Colchester to the General Court of Con- 
necticut in 1745, 1747, and from 1754 to 1756; and from Wethers- 
field in 1755. He was Cornet in the first troop of the 12th 
Regiment in October, 1741. In May, 1743, he was promoted 
Captain of the train band at Colchester. May, 1751, finds him a 
Lieutenant in the 1st Company, 6th Regiment, and he was Captain 
of the same company in May, 1753. In May, 1756, he was 
advanced to Major.

Society of Colonial Dames: 


Almost all the claims listed under Colonial Service may be filed. The require- 
ments of this Society differ from those of the Society of Colonial Wars 
and the service accepted as qualifying differs in each State. In determining 
eligibility the requirements for qualification of the present State corre- 
sponding to the original Colony in which the particular ancestor resided 
must be considered. In general, certain rules control all States. For 
instance, no member of the military or naval forces is accepted unless 
holding commissioned rank. Members of the lower house of the legislature 
(Deputies or Representatives) must have served more than one term, the 
State requirements varying from two to five terms. While the Society of 
Colonial Wars accepts only those civil officers having the war-making power, 
the Society of Colonial Dames accepts a large number of execuiive, judicial, 
and legislative officers, and also founders of colleges, founders of certain 
colonies, clergymen of special services, and other classes of colonists.
